Population 
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The  Registrar -General' s estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  of  the  Borough 
in  1964  showed  a decrease  of  970  over  that  of  the  previous  year  though  there  was 
still  a natural  increase  of  272. 

Births 

Live  births  notified  during  1964  (as  per  S D.  52)  numbered  1,617  giving  an 
adjusted  birth  rate  of  16.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


WATER 


The  District  derives  the  major  part  of  its  water  supply  from  two  main  water 
undertakings.  The  Borough  Council  Supply  serves  the  upper  and  middle  portion  of 
the  Rhondda  Fawr,  with  the  exception  of  the  greater  portion  of  Cwmparc,  which  is 
supplied  by  the  National  Coal  Board.  The  Joint  Water  Board  supply  the  rest  of  the 
district  with  the  exception  of  small  groups  of  houses  at  Pontygwaith,  Ynyshir  and 
Penrhiwfer . 

The  Borough  Water  Engineer  has  provided  the  details  in  the  following  Table 
7 regarding  water  consumption  in  the  area  supplied  by  the  Council  services

Of  the  bacteriological  examination  of  12  samples  of  water  obtained  from  intakes 
to  the  Council's  supply,  6 were  reported  on  as  being  satisfactory.  No  samples  were 
obtained  from  various  points  on  the  system  of  distribution,  and  of  36  samples  of 
Glamorgan  Colliery  Pit  Water,  28  were  reported  on  as  being  satisfactory,  6 on  which 
the  result  was  not  stated. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

During  the  year,  31  defective  sewers,  formerly  known  as  combined  drains, 
serving  176  houses,  were  referred  to  the  Borough  Surveyor  for  attention  and,  in 
97  other  instances  involving  777  houses,  the  reference  to  the  Surveyor  was  after  the 
service  of  statutory  notices  on  the  owners  and  in  cases  where  immediate  action  was 
necessary  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  24  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936. 


In  addition,  200  houses,  served  by  single  drains,  were  referred  to  the 
Surveyor  as  a result  of  written  authorisation  from  the  owners. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


The  number  of  houses  in  the  district  unconnected  with  the  sewerage  system 
at  the  end  of  the  year  amounted  to  7,  the  majority  of  these  houses  are  farmhouses, 
or  cottages  which  are  on  isolated  sites  on  the  hillsides,  or  houses  situated  in  such 
positions  that  connection  with  the  nearest  sewers  is  not  possible. 

The  appended  Table  8,  which  is  compiled  from  the  reports  submitted  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors,  indicates  the  extent  and  character  of  the  means  of 
excrement  disposal  in  the  district  at  the  end  of  1964

There  were  338  informal  notices  and  296  statutory  notices  served  in  the 
course  of  the  year  in  respect  of  nuisances,  housing  defects  and  other  contraventions 
of  byelaws,  and  during  the  same  period  nuisances  were  abated  or  repairs  effected 
in  32  instances  without  the  service  of  notices,  whilst  80  informal  notices  and  373 
statutory  notices  were  complied  with.  The  local  authority  carried  out  work  at  45 
houses  in  default  of  owners  served  with  statutory  notices.  These  figures  include 
the  work  shown  in  the  table  on  housing  statistics.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963, 

Section  60(l)  of  the  Act  requires  local  authorities  to  submit  annual  reports 
to  the  Minister  of  Labour  on  the  proceedings  under  the  Act.  The  object  of  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  is  to  set  standards  of  health, 
welfare  and  safety  of  employees  in  offices,  shops  and  railway  premises. 

Most  of  the  main  provisions  of  the  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  1st 
August,  1964,  but  certain  administrative  provisions  were  effective  from  the  1st 
May,  1964,  Under  the  latter  provisions,  Section  49  of  the  Act  required  the 
notification  by  employers  of  the  employment  of  persons  in  offices,  shops  and 
railway  premises  Form  O.S.R.  1.  was  used  for  the  registration  of  ordinary 
offices  and  shops  and  Table  No,  11(a)  gives  particulars  of  the  premises 
registered  with  this  authority  during  the  period  1st  May  to  31st  December,  1964, 
The  two  Shops  Inspectors,  assisted  by  two  Pupil  Public  Health  Inspectors,  carried 
out  general  inspections  of  106  registered  premises  during  this  period.  The  Shops 
Inspectors  also  paid  207  visits  of  all  kinds  to  registered  premises,

SWIMMING  BATHS 
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The  open-air  swimming  baths  situated  at  Treherbert,  Ystrad,  Porth,  and 
Ferndale  and  paddling  pools  at  Ystrad  and  Porth,  are  administered  by  the  Borough 
Surveyor's  Department  of  the  Council,  each  bath  being  under  the  control  of  a 
suitably  qualified  superintendent.  These  baths  and  paddling  pools  are  invariably 
fully  patronised  during  the  summer  bathing  season  and  the  water  is  subjected  to 
constant  filtration  and  chlorination,  the  efficiency  of  the  chlorination  being 
regularly  checked  by  means  of  colourimetric  tests.  Samples  of  water  from  these 
baths  and  paddling  pools  were  also  submitted  during  the  summer  for  bacteriological 
examinations  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  all  of  the  19  samples  submitted 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 


The  disinfestation  of  houses  harbouring  bed  bugs  or  other  insects  was 
undertaken  under  the  supervision  of  the  District  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and  18 
houses  were  treated  in  the  district  during  the  year,  4 being  Council  houses.  The 
methods  adopted  included  the  use  of  D„  D,  T.  Powder,  spraying  with  zaldecide  fluid 
containing  D.D.T.,  together  with  the  stripping  of  walls,  removal  of  skirting  boards, 
etc.  , and  the  fumigation  of  rooms  with  formaldehyde  vapour  when  considered 
necessary. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION 


During  the  year  four  whole-time  rodent  operators  were  employed  in  carrying 
out  investigations  into  the  prevalence  of  rodent  infestation  and  the  necessary  treat- 
ment of  such  infestations  in  premises  in  the  district,  and  five  operators  were 
employed  whole -time  on  the  inspection  and  treatment  of  the  sewers  in  the  district, 
the  whole  staff  of  operators  being  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  out-door 
rodent  control  supervisor. 

Table  17  gives  information  on  the  lines  required  by  the  Infestation  Control 
Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  in  respect  of  the 
prevalence  of  rats  and  mice;  and  the  measure  of  control  carried  out  by  the  rodent 
control  staff  of  the  local  authority  during  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December, 
1964. 

The  47  properties  shown  as  Local  Authority's  property  in  Table  17  (item  V) 
include  3 refuse  tips. 

There  are  no  large  warehouses  or  wharfage  in  the  area  to  create  any  special 
circumstances  for  the  undue  presence  of  rats  and  mice.

Consequent  upon  inspections  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors, 
followed  by  interviews  with  the  owners  or  the  service  of  informal  or  statutory  notices, 
440  houses  were  repaired  or  defects  discovered  therein  were  remedied,  whil'st  45 
houses  were  similarly  attended  to  by  the  local  authority  in  default  of  the  owner sj 
making  a total  of  485  houses  dealt  with  during  the  year;  the  corresponding  number  of 
houses  similarly  dealt  with  in  the  previous  year  was  315.  As  most  of  the  houses  in 
the  district  have  been  erected  for  a period  of  fifty  years  or  more,  their  maintenance 
in  a satisfactory  state  of  fitness  for  human  habitation  has  caused  considerable  concern 
to  the  Authority.  Greater  pressure  has  had  to  be  made  on  house-owners  to  carry  out 
repairs,  and  during  the  year  particulars  of  statutory  notices  served  in  respect  of  163 
houses  were  forwarded  to  the  Legal  Department  of  the  Council  with  a view  of 
instituting  legal  proceedings.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


MILK 


The  numbers  of  persons  carrying  on  businesses  concerned  with  the 
production  and  distribution  of  milk  in  the  district  during  1964  were  as  follows  :-

The  estimated  quantity  of  milk  produced  by  the  4 dairy  farmers  daily 
amounted  to  41  gallons,  all  of  which  was  sold  wholesale  to  pasteurising 
e stablishments . 

The  estimated  quantity  of  liquid  milk  sold  daily  in  the  district  during  the 
year  amounted  to  6,941  gallons,  equivalent  to  a daily  consumption  of  0.  56  pint 
per  head  of  the  estimated  population;  the  corresponding  consumption  per  head  in 
the  previous  year  was  0,  52. 

There  were  72  premises  in  the  area  directly  concerned  with  the  distribution 
of  milk,  and  the  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  these 
premises  during  the  year  amounted  to  9 Nearly  all  the  milk  distributed  in  the 
district  was  supplied  in  bottles  which  had  been  filled  on  the  wholesalers'  premises 
where  the  milk  had  been  pasteurised  and,  consequently,  most  of  the  premises 
occupied  by  the  distributors  of  milk  were  only  used  for  the  temporary  storage  of 
the  bottled  milk  during  the  intervals  between  the  reception  of  the  milk  by  the 
retailers  and  the  retail  distribution  thereof  to  the  consumers'  houses. 

The  number  of  samples  of  milk  sold  as  "pasteurised"  submitted  to 
bacteriological  examination  during  the  year  was  66,  all  of  which  gave  satisfactory 
results  on  the  application  of  the  Phosphatase  Test,  indicating  that  the  milk  had 
been  adequately  heat  treated.  One  sample  of  sterilised  milk  gave  a satisfactory 
result  in  a Turbidity  Test. 

The  milk  which  had  been  treated  at  the  two  licensed  pasteurising  establish- 
ments in  the  district  was  also  regularly  sampled  and  66  samples  of  treated  milk 
of  the  "Tuberculin-Tested"  designation  were  taken  during  the  year;  all  of  which 
gave  satisfactory  results  on  the  application  of  the  Phosphatase  Test. 

During  the  year  no  samples  of  untreated  milk  produced  on  farms  in  the 
district  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli 
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Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations 


During  the  year  the  appropriate  licences  were  issued  to  use  special

ICE-CREAM 

During  the  year,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  continued  to  devote  con- 
siderable attention  to  premises  wherein  ice-cream  was  manufactured,  stored 
or  sold,  in  order  to  secure  compliance  by  all  vendors  of  ice-cream  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  and  the  Ice-cream  (Heat  Treatment, 
etc.  ) Regulations,  1959. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  53  premises  had  been  registered  as  suitable  for  the 
manufacture,  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream,  1 premises  for  the  manufacture, 
storage  and  sale  of  ice-lollies  and  411  premises  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice- 
cream; in  the  latter  group  of  premises  there  were  included  377  shops  where 
ice-cream  in  the  pre-packed  state,  as  delivered  by  wholesale  manufacturers, 
wei'e  stored  and  sold  by  retail. 

Prior  to  registration,  all  the  premises  were  inspected  and  inquiries  made 
concerning  the  health  of  the  vendors,  particularly  in  relation  to  the  history  of 
enteric  or  intestinal  infections. 

During  the  year  58  samples  of  ice-cream  sold  in  the  district  were  submitted 
for  examination  by  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  provisional  grading;  35  or  60.  34 
per  cent,  were  reported  as  being  in  Grade  I or  "satisfactory",  7 or  12.  07  per  cent 
were  in  Grade  2 or  "fair",  4 or  6.  89  per  cent,  were  in  Grade  3 or  "unsatisfactory1 
and  12  or  20.7  per  cent,  in  Grade  4 or  "very  unsatisfactory". 
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The  manufacturers  of  the  "unsatisfactory"  and  "very  unsatisfactory"  samples 
were  informed  of  these  results  and  were  advised  to  give  the  matter  their  attention, 
especially  in  regard  to  personal  cleanliness  and  appropriate  cleansing  and 
sterilisation  of  the  utensils.  Amongst  45  samples  taken  in  the  previous  year,  the 
corresponding  percentages  classified  in  Grades  1 to  4 were  68.  89,  6.  65,  22  22, 
and  222 


MEAT 

The  number  of  slaughterhouses  licensed  in  the  district  during  1964  was  4, 
but  nearly  all  the  slaughtering  was  carried  out  in  the  two  slaughterhouses  situated 
at  Llanfoist  Street,  Ton  Pentre,  where  during  the  year  meat  inspection  was  carried 
on  by  a weekly  rota  system  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  holding  the  Meat 
Inspectors'  certificate;  and  also  at  the  slaughterhouse  at  Howard  Street,  Treorchy. 

The  quantities  of  meat  and  offal  surrendered  and  condemned  owing  to  the 
presence  of  diseased  conditions,  etc.,  were  1,571  lbs,  and  15,573  lbs., 
respectively,  the  amounts  attributable  to  tuberculosis  being  674  lbs  and  81  lbs., 
respectively.

During  the  period  under  review,  the  Borough  Council  decided  to  make  use  of 
the  permissive  powers  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  (Amendment)  Act, 

1962,  and  to  provide  for  Old  People  within  the  Borough 

(a)  A Meals  on  Wheels  Service; 

(b)  Four  Day  Centres; 

(c)  A certain  number  of  Meeting  Places. 

The  Council  commenced  their  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  on  the  23rd  November, 
1964,  from  a ’temporary'  kitchen  at  Penuel,  Llwynypia,  which  had  been  acquired 
by  the  Council  and  adapted  specially  for  the  purpose.  In  fact,  the  kitchen  is 
'temporary'  in  name  only  and  contains  every  conceivable  item  of  equipment  needed 
for  this  function. 

This  Service,  formerly  operated  by  the  W.  V„S,  is  now  run  directly  by  the 
Council  without  the  assistance  of  a voluntary  agency.  The  Service  was  established 
initially  with  the  very  valuable  assistance  of  the  Cookery  Demonstrator  with  the 
Rhondda  Unde  rtaking  of  the  Wales  Gas  Board,  who  was  kindly  seconded  to  the 
Council  on  a part-time  basis.  It  is  hoped  that  a full-time  Supervisor  will  be 
appointed  for  the  Service  in  the  early  part  of  1965. 

The  kitchen  is  staffed  by  a Cook,  Assistant  Cook  and  part-time  Cleaner. 

The  meals  are  transported  to  the  homes  of  Old  People  in  five  mini-vans 
which  have  been  modified  to  carry  certain  equipment  Each  of  the  vans,  which  is 
manned  by  a Driver  and  a General  Assistant,  on  apart-time  basis,  carries-  36  meals 
which  are  contained  in  hotlocks.  The  meals  are  delivered  on  an  average  to  180 
persons,  three  times  per  week  on  alternate  days  at  a charge  of  l/0d.  per  meal. 
Since  the  inception  of  the  Service  more  than  4,800  meals  have  been  delivered  In 
view  of  the  increasing  demands  on  the  Service,  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  Council 
to  add  to  its  existing  fleet  of  vans. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  first  of  the  Day  Centres,  at  Nazareth  Chapel, 
Williamstown,  will  be  completed  in  May  or  June  of  next  year

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

The  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  of  materials  such  as  throat 
or  nasal  swabs,  stools,  water,  ice-cream,  milk,  etc,,  submitted  by  the  Health 
Department  were  undertaken  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Institute  of 
Preventive  Medicine,  Cardiff,  and  any  advice  sought  in  relating  to  the  collection 
of  samples  during  the  course  of  investigation  was  always  readily  obtained  from 
the  staff  at  the  Laboratory. 

HOSPITAL  FACILITIES 

The  local  hospital  facilities  available  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  district 
are  administered  by  the  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda  Hospital  Management  Committee 
on  behalf  of  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  Committee  control  twelve 
hospitals,  with  a bed  complement  of  1,  234  beds.

DISINFECTION 


The  arrangements  made  with  the  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda  Hospital 
Management  Committee  for  the  disinfection  of  infected  articles  of  clothing,  etc.  , 
in  the  "Equifex"  steam  disinfector  at  the  Tyntyla  Isolation  Hospital  continued  in 
operation  during  1964. 

Rooms  were  fumigated,  when  necessary,  with  formaldehyde  vapour  and 
sprayed  with  zaldecide,  or  other  suitable  liquid  disinfectant,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  district  Public  Health  Inspectors

Our  Ante-natal  clinics  are  staffed  by  a team  consisting 
of  a Medical  Officer,  a midwife,  and  two  health  visitors.  Mid- 
wives  attend  ante -natal  clinics  on  a rota  basis  thus  obtaining 
the  advice  of  the  Clinic  Medical  Officer  on  the  ante-natal  pro- 
gress of  their  patients.  Where  necessary  the  clinic  Medical 
Officer  with  the  consent  of  the  general  practitioners  refers 
patients  to  Mr.  Maliphant,  a consultant  obstetrician,  who  has 
held  regular  specialist  clinics  at  monthly  intervals  at  the  Carnegie 
Welfare  Centre  sin«-e  September,  1934  when  he  was  first  engaged 
under  the  National  Birthday  Trust  Fund  Scheme.

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Talks  on  Ante -natal  Care  and  Preparation  for  Motherhood 

Talks  on  ante-natal  care,  mothercraft  and  relaxation  classes 
were  held  at  our  clinics.  As  a rule  the  mothers  who  attend  are  ex- 
pecting their  first  baby.  The  talks  are  very  informal  and  general 
practitioners  have  been  advised  that  their  patients  who  had  been  atten- 
ding their  own  ante -natal  clinics  would  be  welcome  to  attend  our  clinics 
for  these  talks  and  relaxation. 

Mothers  who  attend  these  classes  derive  great  benefit  and  are 
more  relaxed  at  their  confinement. 

An  interesting  feature  of  this  aspect  of  health  education  is  the 
talks  given  to  married  couples  during  the  evenings.  The  talk  is  given 
by  a male  medical  officer  and,  after  a brief  talk  to  the  married  couples 
together,  the  women  withdraw  and  he  then  answers  questions  by  the 
husbands  on  wide  ranging  topics.  These  discussions  are  often  very 
lively  and  stimulating  and  may  not  end  until  9.  30  p.m.  or  later.  Un- 
fortunately, the  numbers  attending  are  sometimes  rather  small,  but 
this  can  be  explained  partly  by  the  difficulty  in  arranging  a time  suitable 
for  all  owing  to  shift  work  etc. 


Women's  Clinic  or  Special  Birth  Control  Clinic. 

A special  Birth  Control  Clinic  is  held  at  Carnegie  Welfare 
Centre  and  a woman  medical  officer  is  in  attendance  at  monthly  intervals. 
Birth  control  requisites  are  distributed  by  the  Superintendent  Health 
Visitor  once  a month.  The  special  Birth  Control  Clinic  was  established 
at  Carnegie  in  1935. 

There  are  limits  to  the  advice  that  the  Authority  can  give  at  a 
Birth  Control  Clinic.  Advice  on  birth  control  for  medical  reasons 
can  be  given:  advice  on  how  to  space  birth,  i.  e.  , family  planning  or 

attention  to  the  problem  of  sub-fertility  is  not  permitted. 

At  the  Special  Clinic,  44  new  patients  were  seen  for  the  reasons 
shown  in  Table  37

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The  quality  of  ante -natal  care  is  an  important  element  in  the 
prevention  of  premature  birth.  Expectant  mothers  who  attend  our  ante- 
natal clinics  receive  a full  medical  examination  which  includes  recog- 
nised blood  tests,  including  haemoglobin  estimations  very  early  in 
pregnancy,  and  regular  ante -natal  supervision  from  the  clinic  medical 
officers  and  follow-up  midwives,  A more  careful  selection  is  being 
made  of  patients  in  need  of  hospital  confinement,  • Over  one-third  of

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Babies  are  taken  from  home  to  hospital  by  ambulance  which  has 
a special  incubator  in  which  both  temperature  and  heated  concentration 
can  be  controlled.  The  baby  is  accompanied  to  hospital  by  the  midwife. 

As  no  special  facilities  exist  at  the  Llwynypia  and  East  Glamorgan

Our  infant  welfare  clinics  are  on  the  whole,  well  designed  and 
adequately  staffed.  Only  one  clinic  at  the  YMCA  building  at  Porth  is 
situated  in  hired  premises:  the  other  infant  welfare  clinics  are  held  at  our 

seven  clinics,  four  of  which  were  purpose  built,  and  three  are  premises 
adapted  for  this  purpose.  There  is  one  clinic  for  every  12,  500  of  the  pop- 
ulation. The  ratio  for  England  and  Wales  is  one  clinic  per  7,  700  of  the 
population  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  there  are  many  clinics  in  other 
parts  of  the  country  and  even  in  the  County  of  Glamorgan,  which  are  in  hired 
church  halls  and  chapel  vestries,  many  such  premises  being  unsuitable. 

The  infant  welfare  clinics  are  usually  manned  by  a medical  officer, 
two  health  visitors,  and  alood  sales  clerk.  Mothers  bring  their  babies 
throughout  their  early  life  for  medical  examination  at  intervals  but  attend- 
ances are  rare  after  the  first  year  of  life.  Immunisation  and  vaccination  are 
given  against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis  and  smallpox. 
Mothers  can  also  consult  health  visitors  on  baby  care  and  management  and  a 
wide  range  of  baby  foods  is  available  at  reasonable  prices. 

A register  is  compiled  of  children  who  for  a variety  of  reasons  may 
develop  such  disabilities  as  deafness  or  backwardness  and  the  progress  of 
these  children  would  be  followed  into  school  life,  thus  ensuring  that  they  will 
receive  the  necessary  medical  treatment  or  the  appropriate  form  of  education 
suited  to  their  requirements. 

Medical  Officers  at  infant  welfare  clinics  may  also  refer  children 
to  family  doctors  for  treatment  for  defects  they  discover  at  medical  examin- 
ations, to  the  physiotherapist  or  orthopaedic  surgeon  for  treatment  or 
orthopaedic  defects  and  to  the  dental  surgeons  for  dental  care. 
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Welfare  Foods 

The  following  table  indicates  the  quantity  of  Government  foods 
distributed  since  1957  and  it  will  be  noted  that  Government  foods  were 
also  distributed  free  of  cost  to  mothers  with  very  low  incomes.

HEALTH  VISITING  SERVICE 

The  establishment  of  the  Health  Visiting/ School  Nursing  Service 
is  twenty  officers.  There  is  also  a Superintendent.  A temporary  Health 
Visitor  is  seconded  for  duty  with  the  Medical  Research  Council  and  is 
supernumerary  to  the  establishment.  All  the  Health  Visitors  possess 
the  Health  Visiting  Certificate.

The  Health  Visitor  is  primarily  concerned  with  health  education. 

When  Health  Visitors  were  introduced  to  the  Rhondda  fifty  years  ago  as 
health  educators,  they  were  directed  quite  simply  to  saving  life.  Since 
then,  there  has  been  a tremendous  improvement  in  expectation  of  life  and 
the  emphasis  has  moved  from  the  saving  of  life  to  the  achievement  and 
maintenance  of  the  highest  standards  of  life. 

More  general  practitioners  have  come  to  realise  that  there  is  no 
line  of  demarcation  between  curative  and  preventive  medicine  and  are 
beginning  to  see  that  in  future.  Health  Visitors  must  work  more  closely 
with  them.  In  future,  the  trend  whereby  general  practitioners  make  use  of 
Health  Visitors'  services  will  be  more  marked. 

With  the  development  of  group  practices  among  general  practitioners, 
there  is  a tendency  for  the  general  practitioner  to  become  less  of  the  family 
doctor  with  the  result  that  nursing  mothers  tend  to  rely  more  on  the  Health 
Visitor  for  advice.  There  is  also  a tendency  for  mothers  to  be  younger  and 
it  is  not  uncommon  for  young  women  to  marry  in  their  teens  and,  in  con- 
sequence, are  in  need  of  more  advice. 
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Health  Visitors  have  been  endeavouring  to  make  routine  visits 
to  all  their  patients.  With  the  heavy  pressure  of  work  being  placed 
upon  them  with  the  growth  in  the  number  of  aged  persons  requiring 
assistance  and  the  development  of  talks  to  groups  of  adults  and  child- 
ren, visits  will  tend  to  become  more  selective.  After  the  initial 
visits  to  all  mothers  after  the  birth  of  the  baby,  the  Health  Visitor 
will  concentrate  on  watching  for  signs  of  defect  or  abnormality,  e.g. 
deafness  or  slow  development  and  on  guidance  to  families  who  present 
special  problems. 

The  nature  of  the  work  of  Health  Visitors  is  affected  by  changes 
in  social  conditions.  The  pattern  of  their  work  is  changing  to  meet  these 
new  conditions  and  Miss  Owen,  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  has 
been  giving  the  Health  Visitors  the  necessary  leadership  to  meet  their 
new  responsibilities, 


HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 

The  Home  Nurse  provides  skilled  nursing  in  the  home  under  the 
direction  of  the  family  doctor.  As  a result  hospitals  are  able  to  devote 
their  attention  to  patients  who  need  medical  or  surgical  care  which  only 
the  hospital  can  provide. 

Since  1958  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  work  done  by  home 
nurses  for  patients  over  65  years  This  is  due  in  the  main  to  cha.nges 
in  medical  care:  medicines  are  being  administered  in  pill  form  instead 
of  by  injections.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below  that  there  has  been 
an  increase  in  the  work  done  for  patients  65  years  and  over  Never- 
theless despite  the  fact  that  there  has  been  an  overall  falling -off  in  the 
number  of  patients  nursed  there  has  not  been  a comparative  reduction  in 
the  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  home  nurses.  Aged  patients  make 
greater  demands  on  the  time  of  the  home  nurses  and  the  nursing  of  an 
elderly  person  in  terminal  illness  can  be  arduous  and  time  consuming,

The  Hospital  Plan  published  by  the  Minister  of  Health  envisages 
that  more  patients  will  be  nursed  at  home  There  was  no  evidence  in  the

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

During  the  period  1959  and  1963  when  vaccination  against 
poliomyelitis  became  freely  available  to  sections  of  the  public  most 
of  the  population  concerned  received  the  necessary  protection  so  that 
in  future  years  treatment  will  be  confined  almost  wholly  to  babies 
Consideration  is  being  given  to  babies  being  vaccinated  with  oral  polio- 
myelitis vaccine  at  the  same  time  as  they  receive  injections  against 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  In  this  way  the  visits  to  the 
clinic  by  infants  for  vaccination  will  be  reduced  and  make  things  easier 
for  both  mother  and  the  clinic  staff 

The  following  summary  gives  details  of  the  number  of  persons 
who  have  been  given  protection  since  the  commencement  of  the  Scheme  in 
May  1956.

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Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 

Although  a considerable  number  of  children  are  vaccinated  against 
diphtheria  there  is  considerable  room  for  improvement.  Mothers  of  new 
born  babies  are  sent  a special  letter  by  me  pointing  out  the  importance  of 
having  their  babies  immunised  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
tetanus.  Health  Visitors  also  advise  parents  on  this  matter  and  so  do  the 
excellent  publications  by  the  British  Medical  Association  and  Advertisers 
giving  advice  to  mothers  on  how  to  bring  up  their  babies.  Nevertheless, 
only  about  two  thirds  of  the  mothers  have  their  babies  immunised. 

Almost  all  children  who  attend  infant  welfare  clinics  are  immunised 
and  it  is  proposed,  as  was  done  in  1961,  to  conduct  a special  drive  to 
persuade  parents  of  children  who  do  not  attend  our  clinics  to  have  their 
babies  protected  against  these  diseases  which  can  disable  children  or  cause 
untimely  death.

Prevention  of  Illness 

- Care 

and  After 

-care 

The  first  concern  of  the  Health  Services  is  to  forestall  illness  and 
disability  by  preventive  measures:  and  that,  where  illness  or  disability 
nevertheless  occurs,  the  aim  will  be  to  provide  care  at  home  in  the 
community  for  all  who  do  not  require  the  special  types  of  diagnosis  and 
treatment  which  only  a hospital  can  provide.  The  Ministry  of  Health  pay 
particular  importance  to  the  development  of  the  local  health  services  as 
any  plan  for  the  development  of  the  hospital  service  is  complementary  to 
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the  expected  development  of  the  services  for  prevention  and  for  care  in 
the  community. 

All  the  services  provided  by  the  local  Health  Authority  can  be 
summed  up  in  the  words  "prevention  of  illness  and  care  and  after-care." 

A whole  range  of  services  are  provided,  however,  such  as  home  nursing, 
health  visiting,  care  of  mothers  and  young  children  and  so  on,  and  these 
have  been  dealt  with  at  length  in  other  pages  of  the  report.  The  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1948,  makes  specific  provisions  for  thses  services 
and  at  the  same  time  empowers  local  authorities  to  undertake  preventive 
services  and  care  and  after-  care.  In  order  to  arrive  at  as  comprehensive 
a view  as  possible  of  the  local  authorities  responsibilities  in  this  matter, 
provision  is  made  for  flexibility  so  that  such  services,  like  chiropody, 
can  be  introduced  from  time  to  time. 

During  the  past  few  years,  there  has  been  considerable  emphasis 
on  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  whole  family  and  on  mental,  as  well  as 
physical,  health. 

The  public  is  now  more  generally  aware  of  the  value  of  the 
authority's  services  for  preventive  illness  and  for  care  and  after-care. 
These  services  are,  at  present,  designed  to  meet  broad  groups  of 
people,  viz.,  mothers  and  young  children,  the  elderly  atnd  the  mentally 
disordered,  with  the  welfare  services  and  school  health  services  dealing 
with  the  physically  handicapped. 


Discharge  of  Patients  from  Hospital  and  Arrangements  for  After-Care. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Minister  of  Health  asked 
hospital  authorities  to  inform  local  authorities  in  good  time  before  patients 
were  discharged  from  hospital  whether  community  services  were  likely  to 
be  needed  so  that  the  local  authority  could  make  adequate  arrangements. 
Close  co-operation  already  existed  between  the  maternity  hospital,  the 
geriatric  hospital  and  the  mental  hospital  services  concerning  the  after 
care  of  patients  discharged  from  hospital,  and  Local  Hospital  Services 
are  examining  their  procedures  so  that  early  warning  can  be  made  to  me 
of  the  discharge  of  other  patients  needing  further  care. 

The  Committee  have  designated  me  as  co-ordinating  officer  for 
mobilising  the  local  authority  after  care  services  and  the  task  of  mobilising 
is  centred  at  the  Health  Services  Section.  On  hearing  from  a hospital  that 
a patient  is  to  be  discharged,  I am  then  in  a position  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  appropriate  service  to  provide  the  necessary  help  e.g.  the  local 
midwife,  if  it  is  the  early  discharge  of  a mother  and  baby,  the  health 
welfare  officer  if  it  is  the  discharge  of  a patient  from  a mental  hospital, 
the  home  nurse  if  a patient  is  to  continue  receiving  treatment  at  home  in 
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conjunction  with  the  family  doctor,  the  home  help  service  if  domestic 
assistance  will  be  required,  the  welfare  services  if  the  patient  is  a 
registered  physically  handica.pped  person  or  eventual  admission  to  a 
hostel  for  the  aged,  or  the  Health  Visiting  Service  if  a patient  would 
need  assistance  or  general  supervision.  In  some  instances  it  may  be 
necessary  to  provide  a number  of  services,  e.g,  the  home  help  ser- 
vice in  addition  to  the  Home  Nursing  Service,  It  is  essential  that 
early  warning  should  be  made  of  discharge  of  patients  rather  than  for 
the  patient  to  make  application  for  help  some  time  after  his  discharge. 


Smoking  and  Health 

It  has  been  fully  accepted  in  medical  and  Government  circles 
that  cigarette  smoking  is  a major  cause  of  bronchitis,  lung  cancer 
and  other  diseases.  During  the  past  nine  years  the  number  of  deaths 
in  the  Rhondda  from  these  diseases  was  as  follows: -

Lung  Cancer. 

The  Borough  Council  have  decided  to  take  vigorous  steps  to  bring 
to  the  attention  of  the  public  the  dangers  to  health  from  smoking,  and  have 
decided  to  use  every  channel  of  communication  which  they  consider  to  be 
appropriate  and  effective.  With  this  end  in  view  the  following  methods  of 
approach  have  been  considered. 

(a)  The  Mass  approach,  viz.,  the  display  of  posters,  the  dist- 

ribution of  leaflets,  comment  in  the  press,  on  television 
and  sound  broadcasting. 

(b)  The  Group  approach,  viz.  , the  establishment  of  panels  of 

speakers  and  discussion  leaders  to  various  societies 
and  organisations. 

(c)  The  Individual  approach,  viz.  , asking  General  Practitioners 

Hospital  Medical  Officers  and  our  own  nursing  staff  to 
advise  their  patients  who  suffer  from  bronchitis,  peptic 
ulcers  and  arterial  diseases  to  give  up  smoking. 

A campaign  on  the  dangers  to  health  from  smoking  will  need  to  be 
a very  long  one  and  little  effect  can  be  expected  for  some  time.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  the  present  state  of  knowledge  about  the  causal  relationship 
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of  smoking  and  disease  is  inadequate  and  will  have  a negligable  result 
in  saving  life  in  the  future.  Smoking  is  a pleasureable  past  time  and 
the  long  contracted  habits  of  many  millions  of  people  can  not  be  changed 
in  a few  months.  Social  imitation  is  probably  the  main  reason  why  young 
people  take  up  smoking  and  persistent  and  unrelenting  education  of  the 
public  is  required  so  that  in  time  the  accummulation  of  individual  decisions 
to  give  up  smoking  will  bring  about  a change  in  social  attitudes,  so  that 
smoking  will  cease  to  be  the  smart  thing  to  do  and  the  habit  will  decline. 
The  tobacco  industry  however,  will  obviously  do  its  very  best  to  prevent  a 
fall  in  its  sale  s . 

Prevention  of  Accidents. 

Health  Visitors,  Midwives,  Home  Nurses  and  Home  Helps  are 
given  guidance  on  the  advice  they  should  give  to  householders  on  how 
to  avoid  accidents.  Home  Helps  are  not  normally  asked  to  act  as  health 
educators  but,  as  they  regularly  visit  aged  and  infirm  people  who  live 
alone,  they  are  ideally  suited  for  this  task. 

The  loss  of  life  due  to  accidents  in  the  home  is  considerable. 

Fatal  accidents  in  the  home  are  more  frequent  than  on  the  roads  and 
the  risk  of  death  in  this  country  from  accidents  has  been  illustrated 
in  this  way.

Domestic  accidents  increase  every  year  but  fortunately  they  have 
been  declining  in  the  Rhondda  during  the  past  four  years  and  I hope  that 
the  health  education  activities  of  our  staff  is  in  some  way  responsible  for 
this  decline .

Problem  Families 

The  Co-ordination  Commitee  on  children  ill-treated  or  neglected  in 
their  own  homes  meets  every  other  month  under  my  chairmanship  , The  con- 
vener is  the  Children's  Officer  and  members  of  the  Committee  include  senior 
officers  of  the  Children's  Department,  a Nursing  Officer  of  the  County  Health 
Department,  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  an  Area  Manager  of  the 
National  Assistance  Board,  a representative  of  the  Borough  Treasurer's 
Department,  the  N,S  P.C.C.  Inspector,  Child  Care  Officers,  the  Health 
Visitors  concerned,  Mental  Health  Officers  and  Education  Welfare  Officers. 
The  Committee  acts  as  a case  conference  and  members  of  the  Committee 
supervise  the  families  under  discussion. 
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The  Committee  deals  with  a hard  core  of  problem  families  where 
the  children  are  neglected  because  the  parents  are  unable  to  cope  The 
families  are  very  few  but  they  are  the  chronic  incompetents  who  learn 
very  little  from  experience.  Usually  they  are  of  low  intelligence,  house- 
management  is  very  poor  but  deliberate  cruelty  to  children  is  rarely  en- 
countered 

Regular  and  close  supervision  is  needed  Often,  little  progress 
is  made,  which  can  be  disheartening,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that,  without 
the  support  that  the  Committee's  officers  give,  the  families  would  de- 
teriorate even  further.  The  Committee  is  hampered  in  the  sense  that  it 
can  only  advise  problem  families  and  is  not  able  to  give  material  help. 
Help,  in  kind,  has  been  obtained  in  some  instances  from  voluntary  sources 
and  the  National  Assistance  Board  are  always  prepared  to  assist  to  the 
maximum  permitted. 

The  Children  and  Young  Persons  Act,  1963,  Section  I of  which 
came  into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1963,  places  a duty  on  the 
Children's  Committee  to  ensure  that  the  necessary  advice,  guidance  or 
assistance  is  provided  so  as  to  promote  the  welfare  of  children  by  dim- 
inishing the  need  to  receive  children  into  care  and  benefits,  in  kind  or  in 
cash,  may  be  made  if  the  local  authority  think  fit  The  Act  also  gives 
power  to  provide  for  the  training  of  problem  families  in  household  manage- 
ment and  the  provision  of  accommodation  for  that  purpose 

The  following  are  examples  of  preventive  work  carried  out  by  the 
Personal  Health  Services  side  of  my  Department : - 

(a)  Advice  and  guidance  by  health  visitors  where  parents 

are  immature  and  unable  to  undertake  responsibilities 
of  parenthood  and  where  the  children  may  be  neglected 
as  a result 

(b)  The  provision  of  home  help  to  such  families  where  the 

mother  has  little  idea  of  managing  the  home  At 
presnet,  this  service  is  sub  ect  to  the  regulations  of 
the  County  Council  as  to  whether  the  service  should 
provide  a fee  or  part  cost  or  full  cost  according  to 
means,  but  it  is  envisaged  that  under  the  new  Act  the 
provision  of  home  help  to  "problem  families"  would  be 
free . 

(c)  By  appealing  to  voluntary  bodies,  e g.  W V.S.,  British 

Red  Cross,  British  Legion  and  tradesmen  to  provide 
household  goods,  furniture,  bedding  and  clothing  for 
problem  families  Under  the  Act,  the  County  Council 
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have  power  to  provide  material  help  and  it  is  hoped 
that  such  powers  will  be  made  use  of. 

It  would  appear  that  problem  families  can  only  be  dealt  with 
adequately  if  the  services  provided  are  of  a comprehensive  nature  and 
if  the  authorities  who  administer  the  scheme  avoid  any  semblance  of 
bureaucratic  rigidity. 

During  the  year  seven  families  were  supervised  by  the  Committee 
and  at  the 

Tuberculosis 

Considerable  advances  have  been  made  since  the  Second  World 
War  in  conquering  this  disease  and  provided  the  rate  of  progress  continues 
there  is  a possibility  that  the  disease  may  become  as  rare  in  this  country 
in  fifteen  years  time  as  diphtheria  has  become  today.  There  are,  however, 
a few  factors  which  may  prevent  the  speedy  eradication  of  this  disease, 
viz.  , the  emergence  of  drug  resistant  organisms  and  the  importation  of  the 
disease  from  outside  the  country.

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It  would  be  noted  from  the  previous  table  that  over  the  past  five 
years  there  has  been  a decline  in  the  notification  rates  particularly  in 
the  younger  age  groups.  In  the  Thirties  the  incidence  of  the  disease 
and  the  death  rate  in  the  age  group  15-34  was  very  high.  With  the 
falling  incidence  in  young  people,  and  the  rapid  clearance  of  the  disease 
in  many  cases  because  of  early  diagnosis  and  chemotherapy,  there  is 
every  hope  that  improvement  will  also  make  differences  felt  among  the 
elderly  section  of  the  population  and  in  particular  among  the  males 

The  key  to  the  battle  against  tuberculosis  is  early  detection 
leading  to  early  treatment  and  prompt  investigation  of  patients  who  have 
suspicious  symptoms  The  methods  used  in  early  detection  are:- 

(a)  tuberculin  testing  of  young  children, 

(b)  the  use  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  for  School  Children 

This  vaccine  is  offered  to  four  groups  of  people  - 

(a)  people  who  have  been  in  contact  with  tuberculous  patients 

(b)  infants  born  to  tuberculous  parents 

(c)  school  children  aged  13  years  or  over  (it  can  be  given  to 

those  of  ten  years  and  over) 

(d)  nurses,  doctors,  and  medical  superintendents  who  come 

into  contact  with  tuberculous  patients.

B.C  G protects  the  school  child  from  tuberculosis  and  this  immunity 
continues  for  at  least  ten  years.  Unfortunately,  because  vaccination  can  be  a 
little  painful,  a small  proportion  of  school  children  appear  to  persuade  their 
parents  not  to  give  their  consent  to  vaccination 
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After  -care 

The  after-care  of  tuberculous  patients  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Health  Visitors.  In  carrying  out  their  duties  they  explain  to  their  patients 
the  implications  of  their  illness  and  show  how  it  can  be  managed.  If  the 
patient  has  been  discharged  from  hospital  with  a positive  sputum  Health 
Visitors  make  investigations  into  the  home  circumstances  to  enable  the 
Authority  to  decide  whether  a bed  and  bedding  should  be  provided  in  order 
to  isolate  the  patient  from  his  family  when  he  continues  to  live  at  home. 

Such  instances  are  rare  because  it  is  now  possible  in  the  majority  of  cases 
to  patients  with  a positive  sputum  to  remain  in  hospital  until  their  sputum 
is  negative.  Nevertheless  a long  period  of  chemotherapy  is  required  after 
bacillae  have  disappeared  from  the  sputum  and  Health  Visitors  assist  in  en- 
suring that  the  patient  recuperating  at  home  co-operates  with  the  Chest 
Physician  in  carrying  out  his  advice. 

Supply  of  Additional  Nourishment 

Thirty  one  patients  were  given  additional  nourishment  foods,  e.g. 
milk,  eggs  and  butter  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chest  Physician.  These 
foods  are  given  free.  In  the  previous  year  there  were  thirty  patients  receiving 
additional  nourishment  foods.

A follow-up  letter  is  sent  to  patients  every  three  months  to  enquire 
whether  they  are  still  in  need  of  the  equipment  so  that  it  might  become 
available  to  another.  Unless  patients  or  their  relatives  return  equipment 
when  it  is  no  longer  needed  there  is  likely  to  be  a delay  in  meeting  the 
requirements  of  others. 


HOME  HELP  SERVICE

For  many  years  the  strongest  possible  representations  have  been  made  to 
the  County  Health  Committee  with  a view  to  the  establishment  of  home  helps  in 
the  Rhondda  being  increased.  The  difficulty  has  been  that  the  Rhondda  establish- 
ment of  home  helps  per  1,  000  population  has  been  considerably  better  than  in 
other  health  divisions.  On  the  other  hand  because  of  the  large  number  of  house- 
holds helped  in  the  Rhondda  the  ratio  of  households  to  each  home  help  is  greater 
in  the  Rhondda  with  the  result  that  less  help  per  household  can  be  given. 

The  publication  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  of  the  revised  Ten  Year  Plan 
of  the  health  authorities  concerning  their  home  help  service  shows  that  at  the 
present  time  our  home  help  service  is  not  so  well  developed  compared  with 
that  of  most  authorities  although  in  ten  years  time  the  County  Authority  propose 
to  make  considerable  improvements.

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the  remarkable  way  in  which  the 
Rhondda  home  helps  do  their  work  under  the  guidance  of  their  Supervisor 
Miss  Bowen.  The  home  help  service  is  very  much  a personal  service  and 
householders  can  become  attached  to  their  home  helps  and  look  forward  to  their 
weekly  visits  When  old  people  are  ill  or  troubled,  it  is  the  home  help  that 
they  invariably  send  for  Because  of  this  closeness  that  exists  between  the  home 
help  and  her  patients,  the  home  help  notifies  me  through  her  supervisor  of  any 
impending  breakdown  so  that  the  general  practitioner  can  be  informed  and  greater 
support  given  from  the  home  nursing  and  health  visiting  services

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  Mental  Health  Services  were  delegated  to  the  Borough  on  the 
1 st  July,  1 962 . 

The  Mental  Health  Services  are  provided  under  the  Mental  Health 
Act,  1959,  which  introduced  "mental  disorder"  as  a new  term  covering 
all  forms  of  mental  ill  health  and  four  main  categories  are  recognised. 

(a)  Mental  Illness 

This  covers  any  kind  of  mental  illness  which  is  an 
acquired  condition. 

(b)  Severe  Subnormality 

This  means  an  arrested  or  incomplete  development  of 
the  mind,  so  severe  that  the  patient  is  incapable  of  leading 
an  independent  life,  or  safeguarding  himself  from  exploitation. 

(c)  Subnormality 

This  means  an  arrested  or  incomplete  development  of  the 
mind  which  includes  subnormality  of  intelligence  and  requires 
special  care  or  training  but  does  not  amount  to  severe  sub- 
normality. 

(d)  Psychopathic  Disorder 

This  means  a persistent  disorder  or  disablement  of  the 
mind  (whether  or  not  including  subnormality  of  intelligence) 
which  results  in  abnormality,  aggressiveness  or  seriously 
irresponsible  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  patient  and  requires 
or  is  susceptible  to  medical  treatment  or  care  or  training 
under  medical  supervision. 

The  Act  provides  that  a patient  could  enter  any  hospital  where  the 
appropriate  treatment  is  available  without  any  formal  procedure  of  applica- 
tion for  admission  Compulsory  admission  would  be  applied  only  to  those 
few  patients  who  could  not  recognise  their  need  for  treatment  and  for  whom 
treatment  was  not  merely  desirable  but  necessary  in  their  own  interest  or 
for  the  protection  of  others.  The  advances  in  mental  treatment  during  the 
past  few  years  has  been  exceptionally  rapid  and  under  the  Ten  Year  Plan 
it  is  estimated  that  hospital  beds  for  the  mentally  ill  in  Wales  will  fall 
from  8,  740  to  4,  590.  This  is  not  because  fewer  patients  are  entering 
hospital,  in  fact  there  has  been  a marked  increase  in  the  past  five  years, 
but  because  the  full  length  of  stay  in  hospital  has  fallen  and  the  chronic 
condition  is  becoming  rare. 
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These  signs  are  encouraging  but  the  policy  of  early  discharge 
of  mentally  ill  patients  from  hospital  places  a heavy  demand  on  the 
local  authority  community  care  services  and  particularly  on  the 
Health  Welfare  Officers  who  assist  in  the  after  care  of  patients  who 
need  their  assistance. 


Community  Care  Services 

These  services  are  not  at  present  adequate  or  sufficeintly 
comprehensive  to  meet  the  requirements  of  all  categories  of  mentally 
disordered  persons  At  the  end  of  1964,  234  mentally  ill  patients 
and  187  mentally  subnormal  persons  were  receiving  home  visits  by 
Health  Welfare  Officers  This  represents  a ratio  of  2,34  mentally 
ill  and  1.87  mentally  subnormal  persons  per  thousand  population. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1963  the  ratio  was  1.  92  mentally  ill  and  2. 27 
mentally  subnormal  persons  per  thousand  population. 


One  can  expect  a ratio  of  at  least  2 mentally  ill  persons  and 
3 mentally  subnormal  persons  per  thousand  population  living  in  the 
community  who  will  need  community  care.  The  Younghusband  Report 
considered  that  an  area  with  a population  of  100,  000  should  have  one 
psychiatric  social  worker  and  four  mental  health  officers,  a total  of 
five  officers. 


The  health  welfare  officers  maintained  close  links  with  general 
practitioners.  After  care  visits  are  made  to  mentally  ill  patients 
at  the  request  of  medical  superintendents  of  the  hospitals  and  written 
reports  by  the  health  welfare  officers  are -sent  at  regular  intervals  to 
the  medical  superintendent  concerned  The  progress  of  particular 
patients  is  discussed  at  monthly  conferences  held  between  the  con- 
sultants and  the  health  welfare  officers. 


Mostpatients  and  their  relatives  are  appreciative  of  the  advice 
and  support  given  by  our  officers. 
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In  the  majority  of  cases  patients  are  admitted  to  psychiatric 
hospitals  or  psychiatric  wards  of  general  hospitals  informally, 
that  is  to  say  voluntarily  and  freely  by  arrangement  between  the 
general  practitioner  and  the  consultant  psychiatrist.  In  some  ins- 
tances patients  are  admitted  under  compulsion  because  they  do  not 
recognise  their  need  for  treatment.  59  patients,  however,  were 
admitted  for  observation  in  case  of  emergency.  In  the  majority  of 
cases,  these  patients  were  admitted  for  observation  at  the  request 
of  the  hospital  service.  The  frequent  use  of  this  procedure  is  in  my 
view  open  to  question.

F or  eword 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  the  Health  and  Welfare 
Committee  a report  on  the  work  of  that  Section  of  the  Department 
which  provides  Welfare  Services  for  the  handicapped  in  Rhondda, 
and  residential  care  for  the  aged,  together  with  the  provision  of 
care  and  temporary  accommodation  for  homeless  people,  in  accor- 
dance with  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  of  1948  and 
the  Scheme  of  Delegation  with  Glamorgan  County  Council. 

With  regard  to  the  provision  of  Residential  Accommodation, 
Section  2 1 of  the  Act  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  provide:  - 

"Residential  Accommodation  for  persons  who,  by  reason 
of  age,  infirmity,  or  any  other  circumstances,  are  in 
need  of  care  and  attention  which  is  not  otherwise  available 
to  them.  " 

It  will  be  seen  that,  to  qualify  for  residential  accommodation, 
the  age  of  the  applicant  is  not  necessarily  the  deciding  factor,  but 
rather  his  or  her  need  of  care  and  attention;  in  practice,  the  great- 
est proportion  of  residents  are  of  advanced  years,  although  there 
are  some  who  have  not  yet  reached  the  age  of  retirement. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  which  this  report  relates,  only 
one  home,  Fairfield,  at  Trealaw,  was  available  in  Rhondda  Borough, 
with  33  beds.  However,  during  the  year  Clydach  Court  Home,  also 
at  Trealaw,  was  completed,  with  60  available  resident  beds;  the 
first  resi4ents  there  took  up  their  places  on  the  30th  November,  1964, 
and  the  Home  was  subsequently  opened  officially  on  Saturday,  19th 
December,  1964,  the  opening  ceremony  being  performed  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Wales,  the  Rt.  Hon.  James  Griffiths  Esq.  , 
Privy  Councillor,  M P Approximately  110  guests  were  present  at 
the  function  and  were  served  with  tea;  to  commemorate  the  occasion, 
the  residents  were  presented  with  gifts  of  flowers  and  chocolates.

Services  for  the  physically  handicapped,  the  blind  and  partially 
sighted,  and  the  deaf,  have  been  maintained.  These  include  regis- 
tration, issue  of  pastime  occupation  materials,  aids  to  overcome 
disabilities,  adaptations  to  premises,  and  establishment  and  adminis- 
trative work  in  relation  to  the  services  provided. 

With  reference  to  the  work  of  the  Department  in  general,  I 
would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  my  staff  for  their  continuing  loyal 
support  and  help.  I would  also  like  to  thank  my  fellow  Chief  Officers 
and  their  staffs  for  their  continued  co-operation,  in  addition  to 
Mr.  J.  H.  Bargh,  dormer  Director  of  Welfare  Services,  Glamorgan 
County  Council,  and  his  staff,  including  the  Technical  Officers,  for 
their  assistance. 

Finally,  I record  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee  for  their  help  and  understanding. 


Residential  Accommodation 

At  the  31st  March,  1965,  both  "Fairfield"  and  "Clydach  Court" 
Homes  for  the  Aged  at  Trealaw  were  in  operation,  the  building  and 
furnishing  of  "Clydach  Court"  having  been  completed  during  1964. 

This  is  the  first  home  to  be  completed  in  Rhondda  since  the  Borough 
Council  were  delegated  Health  and  Welfare  functions  by  virtue  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Local  Government  Act  of  1958.  Built  on  two  levels 
around  an  inner  courtyard,  the  home  consists  of  24  single  rooms, 

10  double  rooms,  and  four  four-bedded  rooms,  together  with  a large 
lounge,  small  lounge,  quiet  room,  smoke  room,  and  appropriate 
staff  quarters:  in  addition,  accommodation  for  two  persons  has  been 
ear-marked  for  the  provision  of  short-term  care  for  elderly  people, 
so  that  their  families  may  be  temporarily  relieved  of  the  task  of  caring 
for  them.

Ordinary  Residence 

As  at  the  31st  March,  1965,  one  female  resident  at  Clydach 
Court  was  being  provided  with  accommodation  on  behalf  of  another 
authority,  Cardiff  City,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
24  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  No  other  authority  else- 
where was  providing  accommodation  on  your  behalf  (with  the  exception, 
of  course,  of  the  reciprocal  arrangements  with  Glamorgan  County 
Council) . 

Accommodation  Provided  by  Voluntary  Organisations. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  26  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  the  Borough  Council  accepts  financial  responsibility  for  the 
maintenance  of  a number  of  people  in  special  homes  run  by  voluntary 
organisations  outside  the  Borough:  for  the  most  part,  these  people 
suffer  from  severe  physical  handicaps  (i.e.,  blindness,  epilepsy, 
spasticity,  etc.  ) and  could  not  reasonably  be  cared  for  in  ordinary 
homes  inside  the  Borough.

Waiting  List

Homes  for  the  Aged:  Establishment 

At  the  31st  March,  1965,  the  staff  at  "Fairfield"  consisted 
of  a resident  Matron,  two  resident  Attendants  to  .the  Aged,  one 
non-resident  attendant,  three  domestic  assistants,  one  Domestic/ 
Attendant  and  one  part-time  Labour er/ Handyman. 

At"Clydach  Court"  the  establishment  consisted  of  a resident 
Warden  and  Matron,  one  nurse  (deputising  for  Matron  in  her  absence), 
six  full-time  attendants  (including  one  male  and  one  resident  female), 
one  part-time  attendant,  one  cook,  one  part-time  assistant  cook,  six 
domestics  and  one  gardener  (full-time ) . 

Compulsory  Removal  of  Persons  in  Need 
of  Care  and  Attention. 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1948,  during  the  period  under  review. 
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Annual  Outing,  1964. 

32  residents  of  "Fairfield"  travelled  to  Langland  Bay,  Swansea 
on  the  7th  July,  1964  on  the  occasion  of  the  annual  outing  which  was 
arranged  by  Matron  in  accordance  with  the  usual  procedure.  The 
cost  of  transport  amounted  to  £ 10  10s.  Od,  and  of  catering  to  £ 14.  Os.  Od. , 
and  this  sum  was  provided  out  of  your  estimates. 


Annual  Holiday 

In  April,  1964,  16  residents  from  Fairfield,  in  company  with 
a number  of  residents  from  Homes  in  the  administrative  area  of 
Glamorgan  County  Council,  went  for  a week's  holiday  at  Llandudno. 

No  retaining  fee  was  paid  for  residents  accommodation  at  the  Home,  and 
transport  costs,  meals  en  route,  and  other  incidental  expenses  were  met 
by  the  Council.  Clydach  Court  was  not,  of  course,  open  during  the  spring 
and  summer  months. 


Amenities  for  Residents 

As  in  previous  years,  residents  continue  to  enjoy  all  those 
amenities  which  make  life  more  pleasant  for  them:  sweets,  tobacco, 
newspapters  and  periodicals  are  provided,  as  are  hairdressing  and 
shaving  services  and  so  on.  Television  and  radio  are  available,  and 
visits  from  relatives,  friends,  Ministers  of  Religion  and  so  on  are 
encouraged  Each  resident  is  free  to  retain  the  services  of  his  or  her 
own  doctor.,  although  few  in  practice  do  so,  and  chiropody  services 
are  provided:  the  establishment  of  "Clydach  Court"  makes  provision 
for  a qualified  Nurse,  and  the  Matron  of  "Fairfield"  herself  holds 
nursing  qualifications. 

In  addition  to  the  amenities  provided  by  the  Borough  Council, 
the  practices  of  local  firms,  organisations,  and  members  of  the 
public,  of  making  donations,  has  continued,  and  entertainments  and 
services  are  from  time  to  time  provided  by  various  groups:  in  every 
case  where  organisations  or  individuals  donate  their  services  in  this 
way,  it  is  my  practice  to  write  to  the  people  concerned,  expressing 
thanks  on  your  behalf  for  thjeir  kindness  and  consideration 


Charges  for  Accommodation 

The  standard  charge  for  the  accommodation  and  amenities 
at  your  Homes  is  fixed  annually  by  the  County  Council  and  is  based 
on  the  actual  cost  of  providing  the  service  For  the  year  ended  the 
31st  March,  1965,  the  standard  charge  was  £9-  8s.  3d  per  week. 
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However,  a lesser  amount  is  payable  by  residents  whose  income, 
after  allowing  the  statutory  "pocket  money"  allowance,  is  in- 
sufficient to  enable  them  to  meet  the  full  charge.  Every  resident 
must,  however,  pay  a minimum  charge  prescribed  by  the  Minis- 
terial Regulations  and,  if  necessary,  the  National  Assistance 
Board  supplements  a resident's  resources  for  this  purpose. 

Since  the  29th  March,  1965,  in  consequence  of  increased 
Retirement  Pensions  and  other  benefits,  the  minimum  charge  was 
increased  by  regulation  from  £2.14s.0d.  to£3.4s„0d.  per  week. 
At  the  same  time,  the  weekly  "pocket  money"  which  each  resident 
is  allowed  to  retain  for  personal  spending  was  increased  from 
13s.  6d.  to  16s.  Od, 


The  Human  Aspects  of  the  Service. 

Your  Warden  and  Matrons  display,  in  their  day-to-day  activities, 
infinite  care  and  patience  in  attempting  to  deal  with  the  problems  and 
wishes  of  the  residents,  in  helping  them  to  adjust  to  their  new  way  of 
life,  and  in  trying,  so  far  as  is  possible,  to  confer  a real  "sense  of 
belonging".  Your  oldest  resident  at  present  is  97  years  of  age,  and 
a native  and  life-long  resident  of  Ferndale  until  she  came  into  resid- 
ential care-  she  is  a very  lively  member  of  the  community  in  the 
Home,  and  is  chiefly  notable  for  the  'hwyl'  with  which  she  delivers 
impromptu  addresses  of  thanks  to  visitors  and  entertainment  parties 
at  the  Home.  There  are,  however,  other  residents  without  local 
origins  who  have  nonetheless  settled  down  happily;  one  94  year  old 
lady  was  "bombed-out"  in  London  during  the  blitz,  and  came  to  South 
Wales  to  take  up  a post  as  Housekeeper  to  a family  at  Llantwit  Fardre. 
Regrettably,  over  the  years,  she  slowly  lost  her  sight,  but  continued 
to  live  with  the  family  until  her  91st  year,  when  she  was  finally  ad- 
mitted to  a Home;  she  has  no  close  surviving  relatives,  but  the  grown- 
up children  of  her  previous  employers,  who  cared  for  her  for  many 
years,  still  visit  her  frequently  and  she  clearly  regards  them  as  being 
her  real  family.  Her  leisure  time  she  occupies  by  knitting  industriously. 

Less  happily,  your  Welfare  Staff  not  infrequently  encounter 
situations  which  display  a very  different  aspect  of  the  welfare  of  the  elderly, 
and  in  this  connection  I would  recall  the  circumstances  of  a gentleman  of 
70  years  of  age,  living  in  a terrace  house  which  is  the  property  of  the 
Borough  Council. 

Although  he  was  the  tenant  of  the  house,  he  occupied  only  one 
downstairs  room,  and  the  remainder  of  the  house  was  occupied  by  his 
grand-daughter  and  her  family  (husband  and  one  child).  The  applicant 
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was  found  lying  partially  clothed  on  an  uncovered  mattress:  he  was 
himself  in  a filthy  state,  and  grossly  overweight,  and  the  room  in 
which  he  was  living  was  indescribably  dirty.  He  claimed  that  he  was 
unable  to  walk,  and  his  grand -daughter , who  was  clearly  quite  unable 
to  cope  with  the  situation,  suggested  that  he  had  been  living  in  this 
condition  for  some  two  years,  existing  on  a diet  which  she  prepared 
for  him  and  which  consisted  solely,  at  his  request,  of  sweet  tea, 
boiled  eggs,  and  chocolates.  No  medical  reason  existed  for  his 
refusal  to  move  from  the  bed:  he  rea.dily  agreed  to  enter  a Home  and, 
in  the  circumstances,  was  admitted  as  a matter  of  urgency  to  Clydach 
Court. 


Arrangements  were  made  for  the  disinfestation  and  cleansing 
of  the  room  by  the  Environmental  Health  Services.  At  Clydach  Court 
the  new  resident  was  bathed  and  fed,  though  clothing  presented  a great 
difficulty  since  no  manufacturer  stocked  trousers  having  sufficient 
girth:  eventually  this  problem  was  overcome  and,  under  the  influence 

of  a balanced  diet  and  a.  less  eccentric  existence,  the  gentleman  settled 
down  to  life  in  the  Home. 


T E M P OR  AR  Y AC  C OMM  OP  AT  I ON 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  21  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act  and  of  the  Scheme  of  Delegation,  the  Borough  Council  has  a duty 
to  provide ; 

"Temporary  Accommodation  for  persons  who  are  in 
urgent  need,  their  need  arising  in  circumstances  which 
could  not  reasonably  have  been  foreseen  or  in  such 
circumstances  as  the  authority  may  in  any  particular 
case  determine," 

It  follows  from  this  that  a duty  exists  to  provide  Temprary 
Accommodation  for  persons  who  are  homeless  because  of  some  sudden 
emergency,  such  as  a fire  or  a flood  or  some  similar  occurrence.  In 
these  circum stances  the  accommodation  offered  is  purely  temporary, 
until  such  time  as  the  people  themselves,  or  the  Borough  Council  in 
its  capacity  as  a Housing  Authority,  ca.n  provide  other  accommodation. 

Consequently  the  Welfare  Services  Section,  in  association 
with  the  Welfare  Services  Department  of  Glamorgan  County  Council, 
has  foimulated  a Fire  and  Flood  Scheme,  under  the  provisions  of 
which  people  can  be  provided  with  accommodation  in  communal  premises 
throughout  the  Borough  which  are  earmarked  for  the  purpose;  the 
Department  also  has  emergency  feeding  stocks  available,  and  supplies 
of  beds  and  bedding,  etc.,  on  call  For  emergencies  of  greater  duration,

arrangements  can  be  made  for  feeding  on  a more  permanent  basis; 
however,  in  those  circumstances  where  more  than  200  people  are 
involved  in  any  one  incident,  the  emergency  is  regarded  as  being 
at  National  level,  and  is  dealt  with  accordingly. 

As  an  example  of  the  sort  of  work  which  can  be  undertaken 
by  the  Welfare  Services  Section  in  this  connection,  I would  recall  the 
events  of  the  13th  December,  1964,  when  a Senior  Officer  of  the 
Department  received  a telephone  message  from  the  Chief  Inspector 
of  Police  advising  him  that  it  was  intended  to  evacuate  a number  of 
residents  of  Gelli,  due  to  the  serious  danger  of  the  river  overflowing 
and  flooding  the  area  concerned. 

Accordingly,  the  Officer,  with  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  went  to  Gelli,  and  found  that  three  houses  had  been  damaged 
by  flood  water.  Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Gas  Board  to  supply 
driers  to  dry  out  the  affected  houses,  but  in  the  meantime  reports  were 
received  of  further  flooding  in  Trealaw,  and  in  Danygraig  Terrace, 
Ynyshir.  Arrangements  were  made,  this  time  with  the  Electricity 
Board,  for  driers  to  be  made  available  at  Trealaw,  and  also  at  Ynyshir, 
and  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Kitchen  at  Penuel,  Llwynypia,  was  brought 
into  operation  and  approximately  50  hot  meals  were  served  to  residents 
of  the  various  properties  which  were  affected  by  the  flooding. 

On  this  occasion,  it  proved  to  be  unnecessary  for  the  Welfare 
Services  Section  to  provide  temporary  communal  accommodation 
although  three  families  from  Danygraig  were  rehoused  temporarily 
in  Council  houses,  and  you  will  note  that,  in  practice,  the  work  of  the 
Wection  can  be  complex  and  diversified  in  this  field,  especially  on 
those  occasions  where  general  assistance  rather  than  actual  accom- 
modation is  required. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  another  group  of  persons  exist 
who  find  themselves  rendered  homeless  through  circumstances  which 
could  reasonably  have  been  foreseen.  Such  circumstances  may  include 
eviction  for  non-payment  of  rent  or  mortgage  repayments,  for  anti- 
social behaviour,  and  so  on. 

The  Borough  Council  has  no  statutory  obligation  to  provide 
temporary  accommodation  for  these  people  but,  as  a result  of  an 
agreement  between  the  Association  for  County  Councils,  the  practice 
is  for  authorities  to  make  some  arrangement  for  the  provision  of 
temporary  accommodation  for  them.  The  Borough  Council  normally 
offers  Temporary  Accommodation,  by  arrangement  with  the  County 
Council,  to  the  wives  and  children  only  of  such  families  at  Rhoose 
Camp,  which  is  situated  near  Barry.  Rhoose  is  a hutted  camp,  with 
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a resident  Warden  and  Matron,  accommodating  up  to  eighteen  families 
at  one  time;  the  residents  have  their  own  private  sleeping  accommo- 
dation, but  eat  and  live  communally,  and  share  the  domestic  work  and 
cooking  between  themselves  Because  the  provision  of  this  accom- 
modation was  never  intended  to  be  anything  other  than  a temporary 
emergency  expedient,  a maximum  period  of  residence  of  six  months 
has  been  specified.  Resident  families  may  find  other  accommodation 
for  themselves  from  the  Camp  direct,  or  may  make  application  to 
and  be  rehoused  by  the  Borough  Council,  in  its  capacity  as  a housing 
authority  In  the  event  of  no  alternative  accommodation  being  available 
at  the  end  of  six  months,  the  family  is  required  to  leave  Rhoose  Camp, 
and  the  children  are  normally  taken  into  care  by  the  Children's  Depart- 
ment. The  six-month  rule  may,  however,  be  relaxed  in  those  cases 
where  there  is  a clear  possibility  of  permanent  accommodation  being 
forthcoming  for  the  family  in  the  foreseeable  future. 

For  your  information,  I set  out  below  some  examples  of  typical 
situations  which  may  have  to  be  dealt  with  from  time  to  time. 

(a)  A widowed  woman,  aged  44,  with  her  four  children  aged  15, 

11,  9 and  7 respectively  had  been  living  for  over  a year  with  a man 
who  was  the  owner / occupant  of  the  house  in  question.  On  the  18th 
February,  1965,  the  N.S  P C C Inspector  advised  the  Welfare 
Services  Section  that  the  man  was  due  to  be  admitted  to  hospital  for 
surgery,  and  had  told  the  woman  that  she  would  have  to  leave  the  house, 
with  her  children,  before  then,  A long  history  of  incompatability, 
altercation,  and  violence  was  known  to  have  existed,  and  later  in  the  day 
the  man  was  interviewed,  together  with  the  woman,  and  the  matter  was 
smoothed  over  and  the  woman  advised  to  stay  at  the  house  for  the  time 
being.  However,  on  the  19th  February  she  telephoned  the  Department, 
saying  that  she  had  left  the  house,  with  her  children,  and  had  no 
intention  of  returning  there;  in  view  of  the  long  history  of  domestic 
disturbance,  and  on  the  strong  recommendation  of  the  General  Prac- 
titioner, she  was  admitted  to  Rhoose  Camp  later  in  the  day.  Some 
weeks  later,  after  the  man  had  been  admitted  to  and  discharged  from 
hospital,  he  again  made  contact  with  the  woman  at  Rhoose  and  eventually 
the  couple  achieved  some  sort  of  reconciliation  which  eventually  led  to 
the  woman  leaving  the  camp  late  one  evening,  against  the  advice  of  the 
Warden,  and  returning  with  her  children  to  live  again  at  the  address 
from  which  she  had  originally  been  rendered  homeless. 

(b)  A 46  year  old  able-bodied  single  man  was  evicted  from  his 
Council  house,  by  due  process  of  law,  for  non-payment  of  rent,  on 
17th  March,  1965  Also  resident  in  the  house,  as  unauthorised  sub- 
tenants, were  a young  married  couple  and  their  eighteen  month  old 
baby  but,  on  their  eviction,  they  were  able  to  make  temporary  arrange- 
ments for  accommodation  themselves.  Since  the  evicted  tenant  was  not 
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within  the  scope  of  the  Scheme  for  the  homeless,  which  makes  no 
provision  for  single  men,  he  was  advised  to  request  the  aid  of  the 
National  Assistance  Board,  which  is  the  usual  procedure  in  these 
circumstances.  However,  at  about  1.30  a.m.  on  the  following 
morning,  the  Police  were  called  to  a local  hospital,  where  the  man 
had  been  found  sleeping  in  the  porch.  In  view  of  the  late  hour,  he 
was^  admitted  as  a matter  of  expediency  to  Clydach  Court.  The 
following  morning  enquiries  revealed  that  he  had  made  little  realistic 
attempt  to  find  accommodation  for  himself,  despite  the  aid  of  the 
National  Assistance  Board,  and  later  during  the  day  arrangements 
were  made  for  his  transfer  to  the  Salvation  Army  Hostel,  Bute  Street, 
Cardiff,  where  he  is  understood  to  be  still  in  residence. 

(c)  On  the  day  when  a woman  and  her  five  children  were  to  be 
evicted,  by  due  process  of  law,  from  the  Council  house  in  which 
they  had  been  living,  for  non-payment  of  rent,  the  house  was  visited 
by  an  Officer  from  the  Department  in  the  company  of  Bailiffs,  and 
it  was  found  that  the  woman  had  left  for  an  unknown  destination; 
neighbours  were  of  the  opinion  that  she  was,  in  fact,  en  route  for 
Rhoose  Camp  where,  apparently,  she  hoped  to  gain  admission  in-  . 
dependently.  The  children's  pet  dog  had  been  abandoned  at  the  house, 
and  arrangements  were  made  with  the  R.  S.P.C.  A,  for  its  removal; 
much  later  in  the  day,  the  woman  telephoned  the  Department  from  a 
coin-box,  which  was  subsequently  traced  as  being  in  Barry,  stating 
that  she  and  the  children  were  homeless  and  had  nowhere  to  go.  In 
the  circumstances',  she  was  advised  to  proceed  direct  to  Rhoose 
Camp,  and  the  Warden  was  advised  that,  should  she  arrive  there, 
she  should  be  admitted  and  would  then  be  interviewed  subsequently; 
however,  by  late  evening  she  had  not  arrived,  and  accordingly  the 
Police  and  the  N,  S . P.  C . C.  in  the  area  were  alerted  since,  so  far 
as  was  known  at  that  time,  the  children  were  without  accommodation. 
Some  days  later  she  arrived  at  Rhoose  Camp  with  the  children,  and 
the  exact  nature  of  their  movements  in  the  intervening  period  remained 
something  of  a mystery;  however,  the  family  was  then  admitted. to 
Temporary  Accommodation  at  the  Camp  by  the  Welfare  Services 
Department  of  Glamorgan  County  Council  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  24  (2)  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  which  lays 

down  that  "The  local  authority  liable to  provide  temporary 

accommodation  for  any  person  shall  be  the  authority  in  whose  area  the 
person  is.  " 

Table  81  in  appendix  gives  details  of  applications  for 
Temporary  Accommodation  received  during  the  year  ended  31st  March, 
1965. 
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Part  II  - The  Handicapped  Person 


Under  the  provisions  of  the  Scheme  of  Delegation  with  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council,  Rhondda  Borough  Council  implements 
Sections  29  and  30  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  Section 
2 9(1)  of  the  Act  states  that; 

"A  local  authority  shall  have  the  power  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  promoting  the  welfare  of  persons  to  whom  this 
section  applies,  that  is  to  say,  persons  who  are  blind, 
deaf  or  dumb  and  other  persons  who  are  substantially  and 
permanently  handicapped  by  illness,  injury,  or  congenital 
deformity  or  such  other  disabilities  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Minister.  " 

As  at  the  31st  March,  1965,  the  total  numbers  of  persons  in 
Rhondda  Borough  Registered  in  the  main  categories  as  handicapped 
persons  are  as  set  out  below  in  Table  75  ;

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Establishment  - Social  Welfare  Officers  to  the  Handicapped 

At  present  the  establishment  of  Social  Welfare  Officers  who 
operate  the  integrated  visiting  service  to  the  Blind,  Partially  Sighted, 
Hard  of  Hearing,  and  Generally  Handicapped  for  Rhondda  is  ten 
Officers.  Eight  officers  are  in  post  at  31st  March,  1965,  whilst  two 
are  undergoing  full-time  training  leading  to  the  National  Certificate 
in  Social  Work;  in  addition,  one  Temporary  Trainee  Social  Welfare 
Officer  is  in  post,  and  is  receiving  a course  of  in-training  under  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council  Scheme.  Of  the  ten  permanent  Officers 
included  in  the  establishment,  four  are  Certified  Home  Teachers  of 
the  Blind. 

Arrangements  continue  for  the  part-time  services  of  a 
specialist  Social  Welfare  Officer  to  the  Deaf,  together  with  the  con- 
sultative services  of  the  Supervisor  of  Home  Teachers  when  necessary. 

In  addition,  one  Technical  Officer  and  one  Technical  Assistant  from 
Glamorgan  County  Council  attend  in  Rhondda  on  an  approximate  one 
day  a week  basis  to  advise  on  Aids  and  Works  of  Adaptation  in  the 
homes  of  handicapped  persons. 

Table  88  in  the  appendix  shows  the  disposition  of  the  service, 

Case  Loads,  Districts,  and  other  relevant  details. 

Table  85  in  the  appendix  sets  out  similar  details  in  respect  of 
the  specialist  Social  Welfare  Officer  to  the  Deaf. 

During  the  period  1st  April,  1964,  to  31st  March,  1965,  a total 
of  5,  643  visits  were  made  by  the  Social  Welfare  Officers  to  all  classes 
of  handicapped  persons  in  their  homes,  as  compared  with  a total  of 
7,  280  during  the  same  period  of  1963/ 64,  and  the  difference  is  very 
largely  accounted  for  by  the  absence  of  staff  members  engaged  on  full- 
time training  courses. 

(a)  Welfare  of  the  Generally  Handicapped 

Tables  76  and  77  below  give  a more  detailed  analysis  by  disability 
group  of  the  1,  079  persons  included  in  the  Register  of  Generally  Handi- 
capped Persons  maintained  by  the  Rhondda  Borough  Council;

Social  Handicraft  Centres 

In  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  four  Social  Handicraft 
Centres  are  provided  for  the  Generally  Handicapped  in  the  Borough 
of  Rhondda,  and  these  Centres  meet  once  weekly  in  premises  rented 
for  the  purpose.  Table  86  in  the  appendix  gives  an  indication  of  the 
average  attendance,  and  other  relevant  information,  at  the  Centres. 

Each  of  the  Centres  has  an  independent  planned  programme 
of  activities,  including  outings,  entertainments,  and  occupational 
craftwork,  etc.,  and  each  Centre  has  its  own  characteristics  and 
activities  which  are,  of  course,  limited  by  the  capacities  of  the  members 
of  the  various  Centres  The  occupational  craftwork  which  is  under- 
taken in  the  Centres  is  intended  to  represent  pastime  activity  only,  and  is 
not  remedial  in  any  way. 
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The  provisions  of  the  Scheme  for  Welfare  Services  for  the 
Handicapped  empowers  the  Borough  Council  to  " . . . provide 

facilities  for,  and  assistance  to,  handicapped  persons  in  travelling 
to  and  from  their  homes  to  participate  in  any  of  the  services  pro- 
vided under  the  scheme " and,  accordingly,  the  cost  of  travelling 

expenses,  and  in  some  cases  the  travelling  expenses  of  escorts  where 
this  is  necessary,  is  paid  to  handicapped  persons  to  encourage  them 
to  travel  to  the  Social/Handicraft  Centres.  During  the  period  under 
review,  the  total  expenditure  on  Generally  Handicapped  Persons  and 
Necessary  Escorts  amounted  to  £393.  10s.  lid. 

Similarly,  a number  of  Centres  meet  weekly  in  Rhondda  for 
the  benefit  of  Registered  Blind  and  Partially  Sighted  Persons,  al- 
though it  is  not  the  practice  for  these  to  be  run  as  combined  Social/ 
Handicraft  Centres  Accordingly,  two  Social  Centres  are  provided, 
together  with  one  Handicraft  Class  and  an  additional  special  evening 
Dancing  Class  for  the  Blind.  Table87Ain  the  appendix  gives  an  in- 
dication of  the  average  attendance,  and  other  relevent  information, 
at  the  Centre  s , 

Although  the  integration  of  visiting  services  for  all  classes 
of  handicapped  persons  (with  the  exception  of  the  Deaf  with  Speech 
and  the  Deaf  without  Speech)  has  now  been  completed,  no  general 
merging  of  Centres  for  the  Blind  with  Centres  for  the  Handicapped 
has  taken  place.  However,  experimental  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  the  attendance  of  selected  suitable  Generally  Handicapped 
Persons  at  the  Blind  Dancing  Class,  and,  in  addition,  a small  number 
of  severely  disabled  Generally  Handicapped  Persons  are  in  regular 
attendance  at  the  Blind  Handicraft  Class. 

The  total  expenditure  on  travelling  expenses  for  Blind  and 
Partially  Sighted  Persons,  and  Necessary  Guides,  amounted  to 
£282.  17s.  lid.,  for  the  period  under  review,  bringing  the  total  ex- 
penditure for  all  cla.sses  to  £676.  8s,  lOd  , as  compared  with  the 
sum  of  £604  12s,  6d  for  the  previous  period. 

Because  the  majority  of  Deaf  and  Hard  of  Hearing  Persons 
are  in  regular  employment,  it  has  been  found  expedient  to  arrange 
for  their  Social  Centre  to  meet  in  the  evening,  and  set  out  in  Table 
87  in  the  appendix  are  the  relevant  details. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  the  Centre  for  the  Deaf  provides 
a most  useful  meeting  place  both  for  the  deaf  themselves,  whose 
community  is  necessarily  limited,  and  for  the  Deaf  and  their 
specialist  Social  Welfare  Officer,  Mr.  Peter  Dalladay 
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For  your  information  I set  out  below  extracts  from  reports 
submitted  by  Social  Welfare  Officers  in  respect  of  Centres  during 
the  year:- 

(a)  The  social  centre  is  an  excellent  means  of  social  rehabili- 
tation. The  comfort  and  pleasure  that  the  Centre  affords  these 
handica.pped  persons  is  evident  in  the  ever  increasing  weekly  attend- 
ances. Even  the  week  after  Xmas  when  the  weather  could  have  de- 
terred the  strongest  enthusiast,  these  disabled  centre  members 
attended  as  usual.  The  Centre  is  for  so  many  of  them  the  only  source 
of  contact  with  society. 

(b)  In  general  the  Centre  followed  the  normal  pattern.  Apart 
from  the  diver sional  pastime  occupations  and  the  monthly  whist 
drive  in  which  all  who  are  able  participate;  the  Centre  remains 
mainly  social,  members  bring  along  their  favourite  gramaphone 
records  and  the  latter  part  of  each  afternoon  is  spent  listening  to 
these.  The  benefit  to  those  handicapped  people  who  attend  is  very 
apparent  - the  firm  friendship  fostered  and  companionship  cannot 
do  but  incalculable  good. 

(c)  It  is  pleasant  to  report  that  this  is  a very  happy  Centre. 

Each  member  contributes  according  to  his  or  her  ability.  .New 
craft  work  is  tried  from  time  to  time  but  the  old  favourites,  e.g. 
stoolmaking,  rug -making  and  knitting  are  carried  on  regularly. 

The  Social  Centre  as  the  name  implies  provides  a social  outlet 

for  those  who  have  time  to  spare  and  who  do  not  normally  fit  in  well 
to  other  social  groups.  Most  of  the  members  of  this  Centre  do  not 
meet  socially  anywhere  else  in  the  area. 

(d)  This  year  a Social  Centre  for  the  Blind  held  a Dominoe  Double 
championship.  Two  cups  were  bought  out  of  Centre  funds  arid  the 
interest  generated  in  competition  has  proved  to  be  most  stimulating. 

(e)  Both  physically  handica.pped  and  blind  persons  attend  'Arosfa' 
Dancing  Class,  Porth.  They  all  enjoy  the  two  hours  there  and  one  or 
two  of  the  new  members,  who  thought  they  would  never  dance  again, 
are  making  excellent  progress. 

Social  Amenities 

In  accordance  with  established  practice.  Summer  Outings  and 
Christmas  Parties  for  all  Blind  and  Partially  Sighted,  and  for  those 
Generally  Handicapped  and  Deaf  persons  who  regularly  attend  a Centre 
have  been  arranged. 
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Summer  Outings  to  various  local  seaside  resorts  were 
arranged,  and  a total  of  approximately  450  Handicapped,  Blind, 
Partially  Sighted,  and  Deaf  per  sons, with  escort  or  guides  where 
necessary,  attended  The  total  cost  of  catering  amounted  to 
£230  18s, 6d.,  and  transport  to  £ 93  Os  Od 

Christmas  Parties  were  also  held,  and  a total  of  approxi- 
mately 500  persons  attended  The  total,  cost  of  the  party  for  the 
Generally  Handicapped  amounted  to  £90.  19s,  Od . , and  of  that  for  the 
Blind  and  Partially  Sighted  to  £172.  5s,  0d,  The  Christmas  party  for 
the  Deaf  and  Hard  of  Hearing  was  on  this  occasion  held  in  conjunction 
with  Caerphilly  Deaf  Centre  at  Caerphilly,  and  the  cost  of  catering 
was  met  by  Glamorgan  County  Council  Welfare  Services  Department; 
the  cost  of  transport  to  take  the  members  of  Rhondda  Deaf  Centre  to 
the  party  amounted  to  £6  10s  . Od 

Approximately  1750  Christmas  Cards,  printed  in  English 
and  Welsh,  were  sent  to  persons  on  the  various  handicapped  registers, 
at  a total  cost  of  £22  8s.  Od  excluding  postage  charges,  and  some 
158  grocery  vouchers  to  the  value  of  5s  0d.  were  sent  to  those  blind 
and  handicapped  persons  who  had  been  invited  to  the  Christmas  parties 
but  who  had  been  unable  to  attend  through  illness. 

As  is  usual,  a number  of  voluntary  organisations,  company 
staffs,  concert  parties,  and  so  on,  have  donated  their  services  in 
various  ways  to  the  benefit  of  handicapped  persons  in  the  Borough, 
particularly  at  Christmas,  and  I have  written  to  these  people  ex- 
pressing thanks  on  your  behalf  for  their  kindness  and  consideration 


Handicraft  Materials 


Distribution  of  handicraft  materials  during  the  year  for  use 
at  home  and  at  the  Handicraft  Class  and  the  Social/Handicraft  Centres 
has  shown  a further  substantial  increase  during  the  period  under 
review.  Table  78  below  shows  a summary  of  the  cash  sales  during

It  will  be  noted  that  the  total  number  of  orders  received, 
i.e.  642,  shows  a considerable  increase  over  the  corresponding 
figure  for  the  previous  comparable  period. 


Adaptations  to  Homes  of  Handicapped  Persons. 

The  Scheme  for  the  provision  of  Welfare  Services  to  Handicapped 
Persons  empowers  the  Borough  Council  to  " . , assist  handicapped  persons 
in  arranging  for  the  carrying  out  of  any  works  of  adaptation  in  their  homes" 
and  to  this  end  you  have  continued  to  authorise  work  to  be  undertaken  in 
this  way.  Largely  due  to  the  availability  to  the  Borough  Council  of  a 
Technical  Officer  to  undertake  this  work  on  a part-time  basis  only,  and 
to  the  limited  financial  resources  which  are  available,  certain 
difficulties  arise  in  the  administration  of  the  Scheme  but,  nonetheless,  I 
set  out  below  details  of  some  examples  of  this  work  which  has  been 
undertaken  and  completed  by  the  Borough  Council  during  the  period  under 
review; 

(a)  Master  N.  R T..,  aged  15,  Llwynypia  This  boy,  handicapped 
since  birth  by  cerebral  palsy  (resulting  in  spasticity)  is  unable  to  walk 
or  feed  himself.  He  lives  in  a Council  House  with  his  parents,  and  his 
mother  found  it  extremely  difficult  to  lift  him,  in  a wheelchair,  over 
the  front  step  of  the  house  and  thence  to  the  pavement  In  consequence, 
a shuttered  concrete  path  leading  from  the  front  door  at  floor  level  to 

the  pavement,  with  appropriate  drainage,  was  provided,  and  the  boundary 
fence  and  garden  gate  modified  accordingly  at  a total  cost  of  £17.  2s,  5d, 

(b)  Mr.  A W C.  , Forth  This  gentleman  is  severely  affected  by 
disseminated  sclerosis,  with  a consequent  limitation  of  hxs  mobility. 

He  spends  most  of  his  time  sitting  in  either  an  easy  chair  or  a wheel 
chair,  but  he  does  just  have  sufficient  residual  mobility  to  be  able  to 
get  about  very  slowly  inside  the  house.  In  consequence,  the  following 
works  were  undertaken  at  the  house  - provision  of  a pair  of  handrails 
on  ground  floor  stairs  - provision  of  a pair  of  handrails  on  basement 
stairs  - provision  of  removable  and  hinged  handrail  from  stairs  to 
back  door  - provision  of  handrails  leading  from  back  door  to  outside 
lavalory,  with  uprights  set  in  concrete  bases.  The  total  cost  of  the 
work  amounted  to  £ 3 1 9s . Od , 

(c)  Mr,  A,  J,  , Blaenllech.au,  This  handicapped  person  has  suffered 
from  attacks  of  epilepsy  for  over  ten  years;  he  is  also  severely  affected 
by  arthritis  of  the  spine  which  causes  paralysis  from  the  waist  down. 

He  was  confined  mainly  to  an  easy  chair  during  the  day,  and  used  a 
wheel- chair  when  being  taken  out  or  using  the  outside  toilet,  which 
created  great  difficulties,  as  did  the  question  of  bathing.  Work  under- 
taken to  the  house  included  the  installation  of  a special  bath  and  drainage, 
ramping  in  the  back-yard,  alterations  to  outside  W C.  door  and  front 
door,  and  alterations  to  the  living -r  oom/kitchen  door,  etc.,  at  a total 
cost  of  £ 105. 6s. 9d. 
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(d)  Mr,  A K.  J , Treorchy,  This  applicant,  suffers  from  paraplegia 
following  a colliery  accident.  He  is  confined  to  a wheel-chair,  and  is 
unable  to  climb  stairs;  prior  to  the  works  undertaken  at  the  house,  he 
washed  in  the  kitchen  sink  and  was  blanket  bathed  in  the  downstairs 
front  bedroom  Accordingly,  arrangements  were  made  to  provide  a 
new  drain  branch  leading  from  an  outside  store-room,  and  to  convert 
the  outside  store-room  into  a bathroom,  at  a total  cost  of  £ 158  7s„  lOd. 


In  many  instances,  a proportion  of  the  costs  of  works  of 
adaptations  is  met  by  the  Coal  Industries  Social  Welfare  Organisation, 
where  the  handicapped  person  has  been  in  the  employ  of  the  mining 
industry. 

Additionally,  on  the  7th  August,  1964,  the  Ministry  agreed  to 
the  amendment  of  the  Scheme  for  the  provision  of  Welfare  Services  to 
the  Handicapped  to  include  powers  to  undertake  works  of  adaptation 
in  the  homes,  of  Registered  Blind,  Partially  Sighted,  and  Deaf  persons, 
in  addition  to  the  powers  which  already  existed  in  respect  of  Generally 
Handicapped  Persons. 


Aids  to  Overcome  Handicaps. 

Existing  arrangements  for  the  issue  of  aids  to  daily  living 
to  Registered  Handicapped  Persons  and,  where  appropriate,  to  Blind 
and  Partially  Sighted  Persons,  have  continued.  Aids  to  the  Handicapped 
are  issued  on  loan,  on  the  recommendation  of  a County  Council 
Technical  Assistant,  and  these  aids  are  either  purchased  direct  from 
manufacturers  or  manufactured  specially  in  the  County  Council  Aids 
Workshop  at  Treforest:.  Unfortunately,  the  delay  in  delivery  of  such 
specially  manufactured  aids  is  of  considerable  proportions. 

Aids  to  the  Blind,  on  the  other  hand,  are  often  items  which  can- 
not reasonably  be  issued  on  a loan  ba  sis  (i  e . , special  writing  paper 
and  Braille  paper,  self -threading  sewing  needles,  etc.)  and  these  are 
therefore  usually  issued  direct-  Generally  the  aids  are  purchased  by 
the  Department  from  the  Royal  National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  and 
are  issued  only  on  the  recommendation  of  one  of  the  Home  Teachers 
of  the  Blind  on  the  staff

Inter  Centre  Visit  s . 

Treorchy  Centre  for  the  Deaf  visited  Caerphilly  Centre  on  the 
20th  August,  1964,  sd  a total  transport  cost  of  £5.  10s.  Od. 

Maerdy  Social/Handicraft  Centre  for  the  Handicapped  visited 
Barry  Centre  on  the  8th  August,  1964,  at  a cost  of  £7,  10s.  0d„ 

Maes-yr-Haf  Social/Handicraft  Centre  for  the  Handicapped 
visited  Seven  Sisters  Centre  on  the  29th  December,  1964,  and  Ynyswen 
Social;  Handicraft  Centre  for  the  Handicapped  visited  Port  Talbot  Centre 
on  the  16th  March,  19b5;,  at  a.  cost  of  £5,  10s.  Od.  and  £6.5s,0d. 
respectively. 

It  has  been  found  that  Inter  Centre  visits  of  this  kind  are  ex- 
tremely valuable  in  introducing  handicapped  people  from  various  parts 
of  the  County  to  each  other,  and  also  in  helping  to  spread  new  ideas 
regarding  pastime  activities  and  so  on. 
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The  Human  Aspects  of  the  Service 

The  statistics  included  in  this  report  give  little  insight  into 
the  quality  and  variety  of  the  work  undertaken  by  Social  Welfare 
Officers,  and  set  out  below  are  extracts  from  reports  submitted  by 
Officers  from  time  to  time  which  give  some  indication  of  the  diversity 
of  their  work, 

(a)  During  October  an  inspector  visited  the  house  of  Mrs.  M„ 
Tylorstown,  in  order  to  test  the  proficiency  of  her  guide  dog.  After 
discovering  that  the  dog  was  no  longer  up  to  the  required  standard, 
the  inspector  offered  to  replace  it  with  a new  guide.,  Mrs,  M„  was 
horrified  at  the  suggestion  and  immediately  elected  to  retain  her  dog 
as  a pet  - at  the  expense  of  having  a new  one..  This  once  again 
illustrates  the  bond  which  can  be  established  between  a blind  person 
and  the  guide  dog. 

(b)  Miss  C,  M.  of  T onypandy,  a blind  and  handicapped  girl,  has 
lived  at  a Centre  for  the  Blind  at  Leatherhead  for  the  past  ten  years. 
Last  month  I escorted  her  from  Paddington  to  her  home.  The  remar- 
kable Social  Rehabilitation  which  this  Centre  has  afforded  is  note- 
worthy. It  has  enabled  her  to  live  a full,  active  life  among  people 
who  are  similarly  afflicted.  She  is  happy  among  her  many  friends  and 

o 

has  the  satisfaction  of  feeling  that  she  is  doing  a useful  job  of  work. 

The  healthy  psychological  effect  of  Lea.therh.ead  upon  her  is  evident. 

She  is  a very  well  adjusted  person. 

(c)  The  provision  of  a wheelchair  to  a 19  year  old  handicapped  girl 
is  doing  much  to  encourage  her  to  go  out  and  mix  with  other  people  - 
her  fits  of  temper  are  beginning  to  subside  and  relationships  within 
the  family  are  improving  as  her  outlook  brightens, 

(d)  A small  group  of  people  were  given  intense  pleasure  when  taken 
for  an  outing  to  Porthcawl.  with  the  specially  adapted  ’bus.  Eight 
seriously  handicapped  people  in  wheelchairs  were  given  an  opportunity 
of  an  outing.  For  these  people  it  was  the  first  time  in  over  a year  that 
they  had  been  able  to  go  anywhere. 

(e)  On  the  11th  June,  1964,  I escorted  Mrs.  W aged  51  years,  a 
Registered  Blind  Person,  from  Trealaw  to  Torquay  for  Industrial 
Re -habilitation , Mrs,  W,  had  become  very  lonely  and  morose  and  I 
felt  that  doing  a job  of  work  might  help  her  feel  better.  The  Ministry 
of  Labour  set  the  wheels  in  motion  and  she  has  been  fortunate  to  be 
admitted  during  the  summer  months.  I sincerely  hope  Mrs.  W.  will 
benefit  from  the  change  in  environment. 
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Welfare  of  the  Blind  and  Partially  Sighted  - 

The  social  welfare  officer  establishment  of  the  Welfare  Services 
Section  includes  posts  for  four  certificated  Home  Teachers  of  the  Blind, 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health.  At 
the  31st  March,  1965,  three  certificated  Home  Teachers  were  in  post, 
and  one  was  in  post  but  absent  from  his  duties,  being  engaged  on  a full 
time  course  of  social  work  training. 

The  termination  of  blindness  or  partial  sight  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Medical  Officer,  who  arranges  ophthalmic  examinations  by  a member 
of  his  staff  or  by  a Consultant  Ophthalmologist,  Under  the  provisions  of 
the  Scheme  of  Delegation,  the  registration  of  blind  or  partially  sighted 
persons,  together  with  the  maintenance  of  the  Register,  and  a ^submission 
of  annual  statistics  in  the  prescribed  form  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  has 
become  a function  of  the  Rhondda  Borough  Council  and  appended  hereto  are 
detailed  statistics  in  this  connection,  as  follows: -

Refresher  Courses  ior  Home  T eachers 

Daring  the  period  1st  April,  1964  to  the  31st  March,  1965,  two 
members  of  staff  attended  courses, 

1.  A Home  Teacher  attended  a refresher  course  for  Home 
Teachers  of  the  Blind  at  London  University, 
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2.  The  Senior  Social  Welfare  Officer  attended  a refresher 
course  for  Admini strative  Officers  concerned  with  the 
Welfare  of  the  Blind  at  Girton  College  Cambridge. 

In  addition  a Home  Teacher  attended  a conference  at  Birmingham 
University,  arranged  by  the  Southern  Regional  Association  for  the  Blind, 
the  theme  of  which  was  "Further  Education  and  Training  of  Young  Blind 
Persons" . 


Amenities  for  Blind  and  Partially  Sighted  Persons 

In  accordance  with  the  Scheme  of  Delegation,  the  Welfare  Services 
Section  continued  to  be  responsible  for  most  aspects  of  the  Welfare  of  the 
Blind  and  Partially  Sighted,  including  the  arrangements  of  education  and 
training  and  rehabilitation  of  Blind  Persons,  the  placement  of  Blind  Persons 
in  open  employment,  the  issue  of  aids  for  the  blind,  the  distribution  of 
embossed,  Bra.ille  or  Moon  periodicals,  the  local  administration  of  the 
British  Wireless  for  the  Blind  Fund,  the  repair  of  wireless  sets,  the  issue

This  Association,  administered  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council 
Special  Services  Sub -Committee,  is  one  which  receives  its  fina.ncial 
resources  from  collections  made  by  the  Royal  National  Institute  for  the 
Blind  in  the  administrative  County  of  Glamorgan.  Under  a financial 
agreement  with  the  Institute,  the  Association  receives  65%  of  the  net 
collection  which  is  used  to  provide 

(1)  Amenities  for  the  home -bound  blind; 

(2)  Social  Centre  activities; 

(3)  General  amenities,  i.e.  the  provision  of  amenities 

for  blind  persons  in  the  County  Council  Workshops 
or  in  "open"  employment,  being  items  that  could 
not  appropriately  be  purchased  out  of  the  County 
Council  monies; 
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(4)  Administrative  expenses  of  committee  attached  to 
Social  Centres,  i,  e.  expenses  incurred  by 
Association  Members  and  Voluntary  helpers  attached 
to  Social  Centres  in  the  furtherance  of  the  Associations's 
affairs . 

Registered  blind  persons  are  eligible  for  benefits,  etc.  from  the 
Association  and,  in  this  connection,  close  co-operation  with  the  Welfare 
Services  Department  at  County  Hall  has  ensured  that  no  request  has  gone 
unheeded.  Activities  arranged  by  the  Association  include  annual  summer 
outings  for  Registered  Blind  and  Partially  Sighted  Persons  from  the  Borough, 
and  an  annual  eisteddfod  for  the  Blind  for  the  East  Glamorgan  Area  in  which 
a number  of  Borough  Council  competitors  participate.

Audiological  Service  1964 

(i)  Routine  testing  of  school  children  for  hearing  defects 

The  screening  of  all  infanta'  school  pupils  for  hearing 
defects,  which  was  begun  in  1963,  was  completed  in  the  early 
months  of  1964,  the  screening  of  junior  school  pupils  having 
been  completed  the  previous  year.  This  meant  that  all  children 
under  the  age  of  12  in  Rhondda  schools  had  been  tested  in  order 
to  ascertain  the  presence  of  any  defect  of  hearing. 

In  the  summer  term  of  1964,  a start  was  made  on  the 
system  of  visiting  each  infants'  school  in  order  to  test  'new 
entrants'  (i.e.  children  who  commenced  school  after  the 
initial  screeing  programme  had  been  carried  out),  together  with 
those  children  who  for  some  reason  (absenteeism  or  reluctance 
to  co-operate)  had  not  been  tested  the  previous  year. 

Owing  to  the  relative  shortness  of  the  Summer  Term 
and  the  temporary  shortage  of  Medical  Staff,  it  was  only 
possible  to  visit  18  out  of  the  42  infants'  schools.  Furthermore, 
the  pressure  of  other  School  Health  Service  work  during  the 
Autumn  Term  precluded  the  possibility  of  completing  the  routine 
screening  tests  in  1964.  However,  it  is  hoped  the  testing 
of  1963-64  'new  entrants'  will  be  concluded  when  schools  are 
visited  in  order  to  test  the  1964-65  'new  entrants'.  In  the  mean- 
time, any  child  who  has  not  been  tested,  but  is  suspected  of 
being  hard  of  hearing  either  by  teacher,  parent  or  school  nurse, 
is  being  given  an  opportunity  to  attend  one  of  the  Hearing  Assess- 
ment Clinics . 
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As  with  previous  screening  programmes,  the  method 
used  for  testing  was  the  "picture  card  whisper  test".  Although 
the  children  tested  on  this  occasion  were  nearly  all  in  the  under -5 
age  group,  the  fact  that  only  6 out  of  477  were  reluctant  to  co- 
operate helps  to  illustrate  the  acceptability  of  this  method  of 
screening  very  young  children. 

The  following  table  summarises  the  total  number  of 
children  tested  in  the  schools  visited,  the  number  of  absentees, 
unco-operative  children  or  those  who  failed  the  'whisper  test'  .

The  rather  high  number  of  absentees  can  be  explained  by 
the  fact  that  some  of  the  school  visits  unavoidably  co-incided  with 
the  annual  Miners'  Holiday  fortnight.  These  children  will,  of 
course,  be  tested  during  the  1965  screening  programme. 

The  percentage  failure  rate  is  slightly  higher  than  those 
obtained  in  the  initial  testing  surveys  of  junior  and  infants' 
schools  (3.56%  and  3.68%  respectively).  However,  the  difference 
is  not  statistically  significant. 

Of  the  19  children  who  failed,  12  were  found  to  be  normal 
on  subsequent  testing.  The  remainder  are  attending  the  Hearing 
Assessment  Clinics  periodically  for  follow-up  testing. 

(ii)  Hearing  Assessment  Clinics 

In  March  1964,  a system  of  regularly-held  hearing  assess- 
ment clinics  was  introduced.  The  clinics  are  held  at  five  main 
centres  - Ynyswen,  Ystrad,  T , ealaw,  Penygraig  and  Ferndale;  one 
each  week  on  a rotating  basis.  If  numbers  warrant,  then  additional 
clinics  are  held  at  Court  House  and  Ynyshir. 

The  clinics  are  staffed  by  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  and 
the  Teacher  of  the  Deaf  so  that  each  child  referred  can  be  assessed 
from  both  the  medical  and  educational  aspect. 
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Children  are  referred  to  the  clinics  from  various  sources 
and  the  numbers  referred  from  each  source  in  1964  is  given  below:  -

Any  child  who  is  thought  to  have  a condition  which  may 
respond  to  active  treatment  is  referred  for  E.N.  T specialist 
examination.  Other  children  with  a significant  hearing  loss  are 
re-examined  at  periodic  intervals  depending  on  the  severity  of 
the  loss.  The  criterion  for  deciding  on  the  significance  of  any 
hearing  loss  is  usually  taken  as  a loss  greater  than  30  decibels 
in  both  ears.  However,  if  a child  gives  a history  of  an  ear, 
nose  or  throat  condition  with  a hearing  loss  less  than  30  decibels 
bilaterally,  he  is  re-assessed  at  a later  date.  Similarly,  a 
child  who  may  have  normal  hearing  in  one  ear  but  relatively  poor 
hearing  in  the  other  is  also  referred  for  re-assessment. 

The  results  of  assessment  in  1964  were  as  follows :- 

Satisfactory  hearing  48 

Referred  for  ENT  specialist  opinion  11 

Referred  for  re-assessment  63 

Of  the  63  children  who  were  referred  for  re-assessment, 

28  were  seen  again  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  hearing  assessment  clinics  in 
Rhondda  are  only  in  their  infancy  and,  so  far,  the  service  has  been 
limited  to  school  children.  However,  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near 
future  the  service  will  be  expanded  to  include  pre-school  children 
for  whom  early  assessment  is  of  vital  imprtance  with  regard  to 
their  future  educational  placement.

(c)  For  the  school-leaver  group,  an  individual  interview  was 
arranged  with  each  pupil  at  which  a detailed  questionnaire  was  com- 
pleted by  the  visiting  doctor.  If  the  need  for  clinical  examination 
was  indicated,  this  was  carried  out  at  the  school  or  at  a local 
authority  clinic. 

The  questionnaire  used  is  as  shown  in  Table  III  which  also 
summarises  the  positive  responses  of  all  the  children  seen.

All  the  County  Grammar  School  pupils  and  all  but  eight  of  the  County 
Secondary  School  pupils,  who  were  interviewed,  said  that  they  ordinarily  en- 
joyed good  health  but,  even  so,  32%  of  the  former  and  27%  of  the  latter  had 
received  some  form  of  medical  attention  during  the  preceding  twelve  months. 
However,  most  of  the  consultations  were  for  comparatively  minor  ailments. 

Of  the  non-medical  questions  asked  at  the  interview,  the  information 
obtained  in  respect  of  smoking  habits  is  further  analysed  overleaf.

Although  there  are  difficulties  in  obtaining  a truly  accurate 
smoking  history  from  school  children,  it  would  seem  from  the  in- 
formation now  available  that  there  is  some  continueing  reduction  in 
the  number  of  children  who  indulge  this  habit.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
this  is  a true  reflection  on  the  situation. 
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As  regards  "out -of -school"  activities,  11%  County  Grammar  Boys 
and  23%  County  Secondary  Boys  interviewed  attended  some  form  of 
youth  organisation,  whilst  3%  of  the  County  Grammar  Girls  and  10% 
of  the  County  Secondary  Girls  belonged  to  such  organisations. 

The  two  following  tables  summarise  the  information  obtained 
in  an  enquiry  into  the  onset  of  menarche  in  girls.

During  1964,  1,  Z56  children  were  examined  at  local  authority- 
refraction  clinics  compared  with  905  in  the  previous  year  and  515 
prescriptions  for  glasses  were  issued. 

91  children  were  referred  for  further  investigation  by  the 
Consultant  Ophthalmologist  at  Llwynypia  Hospital. 


4„  Orthopaedic  Service 

Mrs.  M.  Edwards  continued  to  be  available  in  this  service  and, 
in  conjunction  with  the  departmental  medical  staff  and  the  consultant 
services  of  Mr.  D.  N.  Rocyn  Jones,  a good  deal  of  work  was  carried 
out  during  the  year  and  Table  IX  gives  details  of  this  work. 

A Remedial  Centre  for  the  treatment  of  orthopaedic  defects  in 
children  has  been  provided  at  Porth  Hospital  by  the  Pontypridd  and 
Rhondda  Hospital  Management  Committee  and  from  January  1965  the 
responsibility  for  this  particular  service  is  to  be  accepted  by  the 
Hospital  Management  Committee.

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5.  Dental  Treatment  - Report  by  Mr.  T.  Arfon  Williams,  Area  Dental  Surgeon. 

The  staffing  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  unimproved.  No 
whole -time  dental  officer  was  recruited  during  the  year  despite  re- 
newed advertisement  and,  considering  that  the  school  population  alone 
is  nearly  17,  000,  the  Service  can  be  said  to  be  completely  inadequate. 

Mr.  A.  M.  Harries,  L.D.S.  was  engaged  for  one  half-day  session  per 
week  at  the  beginning  of  March  but  left  after  10  weeks.  Mr.  Alun  Owen, 
L.D.S.  continued  to  serve  one  half-day  session  at  Ynyswen  Clinic. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  the  dental  suite  at  Ferndale  Clinic 
was  re-organised  to  include  two  surgeries,  and  was  completely  re- 
equipped. In  September,  dental  treatment  was  re-started  there  on 
four  hakf-day  sessions  a week.  During  October,  a Medical  Research 
Council  team  headed  by  Professor  John  Miller  of  the  Welsh  National 
Dental  School  was  given  clinic  facilities  at  Ystrad  to  carry  out  a pilot 
survey  of  adult  dental  health  in  the  Rhondda  together  with  a parallel 
sociological  survey.  This  survey,  which  will  be  followed  by  a wider 
survey  in  the  coming  year,  is  the  first  of  its  nature  to  be  undertaken 
in  the  Rhondda  and  the  results  should  prove  very  interesting. 

In  July,  during  the  Rhondda  Trades  Fair  and  Exhibition  at 
Ynyscynon,  a section  of  the  Health  Service  stand  was  devoted  to  showing 
the  work  of  the  Authority's  Dental  Service.  A dental  chair  and  unit 
were  temporarily  installed  and  models  of  interesting  orthodontic  cases 
and  of  complex  prosthetic  work  were  shown,  posters  displayed,  and 
leaflets  distributed.  The  Dental  Auxiliary,  Miss  S.  Paget,  was  on 
hand  to  answer  questions  and  the  stall,  particularly  the  chair,  proved 
immensely  popular  amongst  the  children. 

The  most  notable  innovation  during  the  year  was  that  of  a 
programme  of  Dental  Health  Education  in  the  schools.  This  was  under- 
taken by  the  Dental  Auxiliary  who  visited  31  schools  of  all  three  types 
giving  instruction  in  dental  health  to  some  4,  300  children  of  school 
age.  For  this  programme,  three  short  colour  films  with  sound  track, 
suitable  for  showing  to  various  age  groups,  were  purchased  and  these, 
together  with  a flannel-graph,  plaster  models  of  the  dental  arches,  and 
posters  and  leaflets,  were  used  to  stimulate  the  interest  of  pupils  in 
dental  hygiene,  to  demonstrate  the  results  of  neglect,  and  to  instruct 
them  in  the  best  methods  of  avoiding  dental  diseases. 

Generally,  as  far  as  Dental  Health  Education  is  concerned  it  must 
be  said  that  there  is  a vast  barrier  of  ignorance  surmounted  by  apathy 
and  indifference  even  among  educated  adults.  The  pre-school  child 
whose  deciduous  dentition  has  been  systematically,  albeit  unwittingly, 
destroyed  by  the  use  of  the  syrup-filled  comforter  and  sugar -dipped 
dummy  from  its  very  cradle,  and  who  is  subsequently  bombarded  with 
sweets  and  lollipops,  is  common.  The  long-term  result  of  this  treatment, 
apart  from  pain  and  the  distress  attendant  on  the  almost  inevitable  ext- 
raction, (which  often  engenders  fear  and  resentment  of  remedial  dental 
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treatment  for  many  years),  is  an  infant  child  conditioned  to  desire 
and  expect  a cariogenic  diet.  The  school  child  whose  mouth  is  a 
festering  necrotic  mess  results.  Its  parents  would  be  horrified  if 
its  head  were  verminous  but  the  deplorable  oral  condition  and  the 
consequent  ingestion  of  decaying  meat  and  vegetables  from  six  meals 
back  is  viewed  with  equanimity.  Against  this,  it  must  be  said  that 
those  parents  who  are  concerned  and  anxious  for  their  children's 
health  find  it  difficult  to  secure  dental  treatment  because  of  the 
scarcity  of  dental  surgeons  both  in  the  General  Dental  Service  and  in 
the  Public  Health  Service.  This  is  not  likely  to  be  remedied  until 
conditions  of  service  in  both  fields  are  so  improved  as  to  attract 
young  men  of  sufficient  academic  achievement  and  of  the  right  calibre 
into  the  profession.  It  was  noted  during  the  year  that  several  schools 
continued  to  sell  biscuits.  This  practice  cannot  be  too  strongly 
deprecated  and  is  rationally  as  reprehensible  as  would  be  the  sale  of 
cigarettes  and  alcohol.  The  substitution  of  non-cariogens  such  as 
apples,  nuts  and  raisins  is  to  be  recommended.  In  addition  to 
attempting  to  correct  cariogenic  dietary  habits,  the  other  preventive 
measure  which  should  be  undertaken  is  the  long -delayed  fluoridation 
of  the  public  water  supply. 

The  record  of  treatment  undertaken  during  the  year  makes 
satisfying  reading  when  the  deplorable  staff  shortage  is  remembered. 
The  figures  given  in  the  Statistical  Appendix  - Table  V - require  some 
elaboration.  Of  2,418  pupils  examined  either  at  school  or  at  the 
clinic,  2,  342  were  found  to  require  treatment.  The  2,  573  patients 
offered  treatment  during  the  year  include  some  of  those  examined  to- 
wards the  end  of  1963  who  were  not  offered  treatment  until  January 
1964.  Of  those  offered  treatment,  2,  069  attended  for  treatment. 

2,  088  permanent  teeth  were  restored  and  nearly  2,  000  deciduous  teeth 
conserved,  the  figure  317  under  heading  VIII  (iii)  being  largely  com- 
posed of  deciduods  teeth  which,  being  too  extensively  carious  for 
restoration,  were  otherwise  conserved.  These  figures,  although 
satisfactory  in  themselves,  cannot  be  compared  with,  the  corresponding 
ones  for  last  year  because  conservative  work  was  only  undertaken 
during  the  last  three  months  of  that  year.  The  emphasis  on  the  con- 
servation of  the  deciduous  dentition  is  continued  but  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  figures  for  extraction  for  both  deciduous  and  permanent  teeth  are 
still  far  too  high  and  are  a sad  commentary  on  the  state  of  dental  health 
among  the  school  population.  In  addition  to  this  largely  routine  work, 
some  crown  and  inlay  work  has  been  undertaken  as  shown  under  heading 
VIII  which  also  includes  such  treatment  as  the  surgical  removal  of 
buried,  malposed,  impacted  and  supernumerary  teeth.  This  continues 
over  many  months  and  those  patients  persevering  with  their  treatment 
at  the  end  of  the  year  show  satisfactory  progress. 

It  is  intended  during  the  coming  year  to  continue  the  programme 
of  dental  health  education  in  the  schools  and  to  re-equip  the  dental 
clinic  at  Ynyswen.  This  will  mean  that  five  surgeries  in  three  clinics 
will  then  have  modern  equipment  installed. 
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In  conclusion,  I would  wish  to  add  my  thanks  to  my  colleagues 
and  staffs  for  their  interest  and  co-operation. 


6.  Health  Education. 

The  availability  of  a film  projector  enabled  the  institution  of 
a major  health  education  programme  in  Rhondda  schools  during  1964. 

As  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the  Area  Dental  Officer,  a considerable 
amount  of  Dental  Health  Education  was  carried  out  using  suitable  films. 

In  the  Autumn  Term,  a film  called  "This  is  Your  Lung"  was  obtained 
for  the  purpose  of  launching  an  anti-smoking  campaign  amongst  school 
children.  The  film  deals  with  the  dangers  of  smoking  (particularly  of 
cigarette  smoking)  regarding  health  with  an  emphasis  on  the  connection 
between  smoking  and  respiratory  diseases,  e.g.  lung  cancer..  It  was 
shown  in  nearly  all  Grammar  and  Secondary  Modern  Schools,  following  a 
short  explanatory  talk  given  by  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  who  then 
answered  any  questions  asked  by  the  pupils  (and  staff'.  ) relating  to  the  topic. 
The  'message'  was  aimed  at  those  children  who  may  have  already  started 
smoking  and  those  who  were  of  an  age  when  the  habit  is  easily  picked  up. 
Any  results  the  venture  may  produce  will  be  difficult  to  assess  but  the 
possible  effect  on  the  figures  (given  on  Page  7)  regarding  smoking  habits 
of  school  children  will  be  closely  studied  during  the  next  few  years. 

Expansion  of  the  Health  Education  programme  is  envisaged  and 
in  the  near  future  will  include  talks  to  junior  school  children  regarding 
smoking  dangers  (with  a suitably  less  serious  film)  and  talks  by  school 
nurses  to  girls  on  the  subject  of  menstruation,  again  accompanied  by  a 
suitable  film. 

7 . Infectious  Disease

Children  who  give  a positive  reaction  to  a certain  degree  in 
skin  testing  are  referred  to  the  Chest  Physician  for  further  investigation 
as  a routine  measure,  His  report  on  the  children  examined  by  him 
during  the  year  showed  that  none  was  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 


9.  Handicapped  Children 

Children  found  to  have  physical  defects  which  merited  some  special 
recommendation  as  to  education  were  examined  with  a view  to  classification 
as  handicapped  pupils  and  during  the  year  2 partially  sighted,  2 maladjusted, 
1 epileptic  and  9 educationally  subnormal  pupils  were  so  classified  and 
referred  for  special  educational  treatment  at  boarding  schools. 


1 0.  Child  Guidance  Clinic 

The  fortnightly  Child  Guidance  Clinic  held  at  Court  House 
Clinic  continued  to  be  manned  by  Dr.  K.  W.  Aron,  Consultant  Psychiatrist. 
Mr.  Birch  the  Educational  Psychologist,  held  his  Clinic  at  Court  House 
at  weekly  intervals. 

During  1964,  28  new  cases  were  seen  at  the  Court  House  Clinic. 

1 1 . Hospitalised  accidents  in  childhood 

As  from  the  1st  July,  1961,  reports  of  hospitalised  accidents  in 
childhood  have  been  made  the  subject  of  detailed  follow-up.  This  enables 
the  Health  Visitors  to  re-emphasise  the  continued  need  for  vigilance  in 
the  prevention  of  accidents  at  this  age.  Some  of  the  data  obtained  has 
been  tabulated  in  the  following  three  tables  with  comparative  data  for 
1961,  1962  and  1963.
